I vent many paſſionate Wiſhes 


to Conſtantinople, that happy Reſidence of my beſt 
Friends, the Nurſery of my Childhood, the 
School of my Youth, and I hope the future Re- 


politory of my old Age. When I think of 


that City, 'tis with a Paſſion hardly ſecond to 
that, which I cheriſh for the Place of my Nati- 


vity. In Arabia, ' tis true, I firſt ſaw the Light 
of the Sun, but 'twas in Greece I received the 
more friendly 1//umination of the Moon, the Splen- 
ors of the true Faith; which though they diſ- 


cloſe not to us ſo clear a Proſpect of the Earth 


and all its Gayeties, yet they preſent us with an 
unveiled Diſcovery of the Heavens and Stars; 
ſhewing us Paradiſe, with its glittering Inhabitants 


the purpled Colon ies of true Believers, Champions 
and Martyrs of the Eterzal Unity. In the Deſart 
I left my Father, or rather he left me before I 
found my ſelf, being but an Infant when he died, 


but in the City I found Friends, which is not a 


leſs endearing Title. He gave me but my Birth, 
whereby I entered on the Sta age of Miſeries; 


with which he ſoon after left me to ſtruggle, be- 
fore I could diſtinguiſh Miſery from Happineſs.

at Mergentheim. Tis not too late now to ſay 


ſomething of it. The Imperialiſts owe that Tri- 
umph to the Candor of Tyrenne, and the degene- 
rate Craft of the Dake of Bavaria; who, to lull 
the French in a fatal Security, ſent an Agent into 


France to negotiate a Peace, with deceitful Over- 
tures and Umbrages ; commanding alſo, that none 


of his Soldiers ſhould dare to call the French their 
Enemies. Yet ſome lay the Blame of this Over- 
throw to. the Scoedes, whoſe unſeaſonable Suſpi-

Night, one of his Officers was coming to alarm 
him with the News of the Germans Approach to 
that Town, but unfortunately tumbled at his 
Chamber-Door, with the Noiſe of which Tyrenre 
awaked ; and fearing ſome Attempt on his Life, 


leaped off his Bed with his drawn Sword, and 


making toward the Door, juſt as the Officer o- 
pened it, he run him into the Heart. By which 


Miſtake he himſelf, and the Troops that were 
in the Town with him, had like to have fallen 
into the Hands of the Bavarians. But receiving 

Notice of their Approach accidentally by ſome 
other Means, he withdrew his Troops out of the 


Town by a contrary Road, and eſcaped the Pur- 
ſuit of his Enemies.

I rather 
bluſh for Shame, than grow pale with Anger at 
him that injures me. Yet Self-Preſervation will 
rouze our Ch-icr, which is the moſt active Hu- 
mour, and precipitates many to violent Courſes.

Amongſt 
the reſt, a Fellow came crowding in, inquiſitive 
What ſhould be the Matter. Thoſe who ſtood by 
beholding his Cloaths bloody, which he was not 
ſenſible of himſelf, ſeized on him as the Murde- 


rer. His wild Looks encreaſed their Jealouſy; 
and the incoherent Words with which he endea- 


vour'd to excuſe himſelf, render'd him guilty in 


the Judgment of the Rabble. They carried him 


before a Cadi, by whom he was ſtrictly exa- 


min'd: He ſtoutly denied the Fact; and no 
Proof could be brought againſt him, but his 
* ſtained Cloaths. Tis the Cuſtom here, to put to 
the Torture Perſons ſuſpected of capital Crimes, 


in order to draw a Confeſſion of the Truth. 
This they did to this poor Wretch; and in 


the Extremity of his Pains, he acknowledged 


he had killed his Wife that Evening, but 


was altogether innocent of this poor Man's 


Death, who was murder'd in the Streets. All 


the Torments they inflicted, could force no other 


Confeſſion from him, ſave that which his real 
Guilt prompted him to make. For which he 


was condemned to Death, according to the Laws. 


Thou ſeeſt by this, that had he gone about his 


Buſineſs, without prying into other Mens Mat- 


ters, he might have eſcaped a Diſcovery. But 
that meddling Itch of the Imprudent betray'd 
him (not without the particular Direction of

Yet I cannot be ſure, but that there have bezn 
ſome in all Ages and Nations, who have entered 
into Leagues and Aſſociations with Devils, and 
have been enabled thereby to perform Things a- 
bove the Power of Nature. However, I have a 
particular Deſire to hear from thee, and to bee 
informed, whether thou haſt experienced the Ef- © 
fe& of their Enchantments.

F one may judge of future Events, by apply ;

But I can 
acquaint thee with ſomething more agreeable to 
thy Studies and Genius. 

Here is a Man in this City who was not born 
blind, but by ſome ill hap loſt the Uſe of his 
Eyes.

«c Ack. That he ſhould pay the Swedes Eleven 


* thouſand Rix-Dollars a Month, and a certain 
Quantity of Corn. 


That the Elector ſhould do nothing which 
might hinder the Siege of Magdeburgy. 


Theſe Articles, at firſt Sight, appeared to "PUP 


equally favourable to the Saxons and to the Sued. 


But in reality they ſerved only as an Umbrage to 

deeper Deſigns, which the Szvedes had in Agita · 
tion. For this was the firſt Step to draw the 
Saxon off from the Emperor's Party; and Tor/tenſor: 


was now ſecure, that whilſt the Szvedes ruſhed 


farther into Germany, the Saxons would not mo-

Either Fear, or the Deſire of 
Novelties, opens the Gates of moſt Cities to 
them; and when that will not do, the Force of 
their Cannon makes a Paſſage into the ſtrongeſt 
Folds of their Enemies, and puts whole Provinces 
under their Subjection. e 
Their Enemies fay, that the French never be- 
ſiege a Ton, but their firſt Aſlaults are made 
with Bullets of Gold; and when that will neither 


prevail on the Governor, nor win a Party, then 


they only try the Force of the coarſer Metal. Yet 
this will appear but a Slander, if thou conſidereſt 
a late Action of the Duze of Orleans, when he lay 
down before Bourbourgh. _ 
He had ſcarce finiſhed his Trenches, when the 
next Morning an Arrow was found with a Letter 
faitened to it, not far from his Tent. The Let- 
ter was directed to the Dake, and ſubſcribed by 
the Governour of the Town. The Contents of it 
were, to ſignify to him, That if he would give hi: 
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his Office, he would the next Night open the Gates, 


and let in his Army; and that before Mid-day he 


would ſend a Meſſenger to know his Pleaſure. The 


Duke waited the Arrival of the Meſlenger, who 
ſeconded what his Maſter had ſaid. But the mag- 


nanimous Prince, inſtead of accepting his Ofter 
ſent him back to his "ear with this Meſſage, Tha? 
he came not before the Town as a Merchant, 79 
purchaſe it at the Price of a needleſs Treaſon ; but 


as 4 Soldier, at the Head of an Army, fufd with 


continual Victories; ſummoning him forthwith to 
{urrender at Diſcretion, Th 'at being the only way to 


' experience his Genc rofity. 


This Year has been ſignalized with much Action 
in Flanders, Catalonia, and Italy. The Field was 
ſhared among many brave Generals. 

The Dude of Orleans had the Command of the 
Army in Flanders, where he took the Forts of 
Vandreval, Bourbough, Link, Dringhen, Bethune, 


d. Venant, Guijca, Lens, Mar ayke, Lilleri, Mening, 


and Armantiers: 
Theſe Places were won by Cd be un- 
der the Command of the Mareſchals de Geſtion, 


ae Rant au, and the Duke of Giiſe, who all acted 


in ſeparate Bodies, under the Duke of Orleans. 
Nor was the Count d' Harcourt idle in Catalonia, 
where he ſacceeded in the Charge of the Mareſchai 


4 Ja Mothe. The firſt Effort of his Arms was 


the retaking of Agramont, which the Spaniards 


had ſeized; a ſtrong City, and which kept a 


large part of Catalonia in Subjection. 


From hence he marched towards Roſes, one of 


the moſt important Places for Strength under the 
Shuniſh King's Datainion and governed by an cx- 
perienced Soldier, who failed. not to defend the 
Place to the laſt Extremes, but after a Siege of 


two Moons, was compell'd to „iel for want of 


Proviſions. © D 0 Alter 
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Fifty thouſand Pieces of Gold, and continue him in 
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After this, the French General cut off ſeven hun- g 


dred Spaniardi, who were poſted to hinder his 

Paſlage over the River. The next Day the whole 
Armies meeting in the Plains of Liorens, there 
was a furious Encounter, in which the Spaniard: 
loſt ten Regiments of Horſe on the Spot ; the 
reſt threw down their Arms and yielded. The 
Marquis of Mortare, one of the Spaniſh Generali, 
was taken Captive with other Perſons of Note; 
among which was the S:2ndard-Bearer of Spair. 

Yet this was but the Engagement of one Wing. 
For when the other entered the Combat, the 
Slaughter was dreadful. Of the Spaniards were 
ſlain Six thouſand Horſe, and Sixteen hundred 
Foot; and three and 'Twenty hundred of them 
were made Priſoners. The French loſt not above 
Three hundred in all, and they had but a few 
wounded. 
This Battle has brought infinite Glory to the 
Count d' Harcourt. After which there happened 


nothing remarkable in Catalonia, ſave the taking 


of Balaguier, which is like to end this Year' s Cam- 
Ppaign on that Side. 

Prince Thomas of Savoy commanded in Tab), 
but had no great. Number of French in his Army, 
the main Body being drawn off to ſerve in Catalo- 


nia. Yet vexed to ſee the Succeſs of the Hani- 


ards, who had poſſeſſed themſelves of a ſtrong 

Caſtle, and kept the Field in a Bravado, as if he 
were not able to face them; he raiſed ſome Re- 
cruits, and enter'd the Milanez, where he took 


the City and Caſtle of YVigevans. After this, de- 
ſigning to return into Piedmont, he found all the 
Paſſages block'd up by the Spaniards, who had a 
far greater Army than his. Yet aſſuming Cou- 


rage, he attempted to paſs the River Moura; and 
_ the Enemy preſenting themſelves to oppole his 
Deſign, he Re them 55 and killed Five

ers . 
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hundred and threeſcore of them; among which 


were nine Officers of principal Command and 


Quality: On his ſide were loſt Two hundred 
common Soldiers, and twelve Officers; among 
which was bis Brother Prince Maurice of Saby. 


Theſe are the chief Actions on that Side. As 


for Portugal, there has happened nothing i in that 
Kingdom worthy of Remark. 

J have in this Letter, ſage Governour of he

Nor am I conſtella- 


ted, to reſiſt the ſecret Contagions that lurk in 


the Elements. The Herbage of the Field lan- 
guiſnes, when poiſon'd with inviſible Atom, 


from above; and all the Leaves of the Foreſt wi- 


ther, when touched with the baneful Emiſſions of 


certain Meteors, or ſcorched with the winged 


Exhalations of the Night. So our Bodies re- 


ceive a thouſand Impreſſions from Things with- 


out us, and not a few Maladies from our ſelves. 


The very Channel of Life proves many Times 


the Vehicle of Death, while our Lungs ſuck in 


unwholefome Airs, and our very Breath becomes 


our Bane. We have radical Poiſons in our 


Complexions, which though they do us no hurt, 


while we let them lie dormant, yet once excited 


by our Paſſions and Vices, they become noxious 


and fatal, hurrying us into the Chambers ef

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Death, by unaccountable Diſeaſes, and Pains 


- which are under no Predicament. 


This makes me bear my preſent Diſtemper with 
an equal Mind, becauſe I know its Original, and 
*tis not in the Liſt of thoſe Maladies which have 
no Name; whereby I can eaſily calculate its Du- 
ration, and almoſt point a Day when I ſhall be 


well again. For tis in the Number of thoſe, 


Phyſicians call Acute; and the Anguiſh i it inflis 
confirms that 7:t/e. 
Take not this for a Complaitit, hog what 1 am 
about to ſay for a Paradox, when I tell thee, 
That I know not which is greater, my Pleaſure 
or Pain, during this excruciating Fever. 'Theſe 
Afflictions border ſo near upon one another, that 
I find it difficult to diſtinguiſh them. They ſeem 
to be Inmates to each other, and blended toge- 
ther in their Roots. Sure I am, they are ſo twi- 
ſted and interwoven in my Conltitution, that T 
never felt one without the other. Every Man 
may experience, that his ſtrongeſt Deſires are 
compounded of theſe two Paſſions, and the very 
Moment of Fruition ittelf, cannot ſeparate them. 


The Minute of Enjoyment is but conſecrated 


to his Loſs, while the Heighth of his Joy is the 
Riſe of his Grief, ſince the ſmalleſt Particle of 
Time cannot dilinguiſh the Life and, Death of 
his Pleaſure. 

Do but reverſe this Contemplation, . apply 
it to my Sickneſs, and thou wilt find no Riddle 
in my Words, when J aſſure thee, that as the 
Torment of my Fever advances, ſo does my Eaſe; 
Pleaſure and Pain ſit and ſhake Hands in my 
Heart, embrace, and equally divide its Sy/20/8 
and Diaſtole between them.

The ſofteſt Entertainment of my Bed, 
while awake, would but be a Tranſlation of the 
Torments of Ixion and Siſyphus; and the flatter- 


ing Intervals of Sleep, would but renew the Sut- 


ferings of Tanta/us, Whereas now, whether 


aſleep or awake, my Mind keeping aloft in her

I need ſay no more to convince hes, that * 
am in a Fever, My thus expatiating and running 


from one thing to another (when I thought to 


have faid all in a few Words) will ſatisfy thee 
what Temper I am in. Yet recollecting my {elf 


with Comfort that I know my Diſtemper, I will 


crave Leave to tell thee a ſhort Story of a Man 
who was ſick for many Years, and yet the ableſt 
Phyf; cians in Paris, could not diſcern his Malady. 
This Perſon was an Offcer of the City, whoſe 
Buſineſs *twas to arreſt Men that were in Debt. 
He was obſerved to be the ſubtleſt of all his Bre- 
thren, and the moſt dextrous at plotting another 
Man's Ruin. This augmented his Eftate, and 
he grew extremely rich. But in the one and for- 
tieth Year of his Age, he was ſeized with an 
unknown Malady, a Diſtemper to which the molt 
ſkilful were Strangers. He languiſhed five Years 
in a Condition which moved all Men to Pity. 
It will be tedious for to recount the Symp- 
toms of his Illneſs. At length he died; and ac- 
cording to his own Will was diſtected. The 
Phyſicians found all Parts of his Body decayed 
and waſted ; but when they came to his Head, 
they were above meaſure aſtoniſhed to ſee a Neſt 
of Serpents inſtead of Brains. This was conclu- 
ded by all to be the Source of his Diſtemper : 
and People deſcant variouſly on it. Some ſay, 
'was a Judgment of God inflicted on him, for his 
cruel Subtilty, in trapanning Men out of their

Liberties by a thouſand Wiles. Others are of 
Opinion, that it is a zatural Product, it being 
uſual in ſome Conſtitutions, for this fort of Crea- 
ture to be bred out of their Vitals. A Merchant? 
that had been in Peru told me, that in a Province 
of that Empire, there were People, who by drink- 


ing the Water of a certain River, had Serpents of- 


ten engendred in their Bowels; that he had ſeen 
one preſented to the King of Spain which was ta- 
ken out of a dead Man's Heart, a Cubit in length. 
He faid *twas of a crimſon Colour, without Scales 
or Eyes; neither was it venomous. This he al- 
ſerted very ſolemnly, and with Imprecations. 

J tell thee, dear Friend, if theſe Things be 
true, who can be ſure he harbours not ſome ſuch 
loathſome Inmate in his Body; yet I would not 
have thee grow melancholy.upon it, and diſturb 
thy Repoſe. The Day will come, when we ſhall 
all be metamorphofed into Worms and Serpents | in 
the Grave. 

In the mean while live thou happily, in the 
Favour of thy Sovereign, in the Enjoyment of thy 
Health, the Vigour of thy Senſes, and have ſome- 
times in thy Thoughts a Man full of Infirmities, 
without murmuring, Mabmut, that loves his 
Friend in all Conditions.

This Region is famous 
for the Wiſdom of its Inhabitants, and for their 
Proverbs: It is the Arabia of Europe, in many 
Senſes; yet much leſſen'd in its own Renown, ſince 
the Decline of the Roman Empire. The Goths and 
Vandals turned all into Deſarts where they came, 
and have left ſuch Impreſſions of their Narthern 
Barbariſm behind them, as made the People they 
conquer'd half Savages. Hence came the general 
Decay of Learning and Knowledge in theſe eſtern 
Parts: Hence the Corruption of ancient Man- 
ners.

down before it with the whole Army. The $Sp4- 
ziſh General haſten'd to its Relief, and brought 
Thirty thouſand Men of Six Nations, to combat 
with the French. But they quarrel'd about Pre- 
cedency of Poſt. High Words paſs'd between 


the Duke of Lorrain and General Lamboy. Thus, 
while they ſpent their Time in needleſs Conteſts, 


the French took the Town: And having left a 
ſtrong Garriſon there, part of the Army com- 


manded by the Mareſchal de Grammont, is march- 
ed to join the Hs/[anders, with Deſign to attack 


Antwerp; and the reſt follow the Dake of Or 
leans, who, they lay, intends to beſiege Mardy4-. 


This is a Sea Town that has nothing in it conſi- 


derable enough to tempt a Conqueror, ſave the 
Haven, which is of great importance in thoſe 
Seas. | 9 95 . 

We have had no Rains here theſe three Moons, 
which makes the People fear a Famine. Pro- 
viſions of all ſorts are very dear; and thoſe who 
have great Quantities of Corn will not bring it 
to the Markets. 'The Fruits are all blaſted, and a 
Diſtemper rages in the City, which fills all Places 
with Death and Mourning. The Cattel drop 
down dead in the Fields, and the Rivers are al 
moſt dried up. Men languiſh and wither, as if 
parch'd up by ſome inward Fire. Fearful Appa- 
ritions are ſeen in the Air; ech Night brings 


forth new Prodigies. The Peole lament the re- 


fent, and preſage greater. Calamities to come, 
While Mahmut perſeveres unmov'd, and neither 
moleſts himſelf nor others, about the inevitavie 
Decrees and Deſtiny. ] keepin the Path of my Du- 
ty, without turning to the Right Hand or to the 
' Left. I ſerve the Grand Signior faithfully: I 
pray for his Health, and for the Welfare of 


the Empire, I neither give Alms to the Jnfdc/s,

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nor do them any Injuries. In fine, if 1 cannot _ 
reap any Profit from other Mens Y:rtues, | take 
care their Yices ſhall do me no harm.

Hiſtorian is a Stranger. 


I applaud the Choice thou haſt made of Grician 
Hiſtories, and others of the EA; yet J counſ:! 
thee, not to negle& thoſe of the Vet. The an- 


cient Roman Writers are full of rare Examples; 
and modern France, which emulates all great 
and glorious Undertakings, takes equal Care 
to commit to Poſterity, the Lives of illuftri- 


ous Perſons. I ſay not this, in Contempt of 
other Countries in Europe. The Chriſtians of 
theſe Parts in general are accurate Hiſtorians. They 
are univerſally Learned, in regard there is no 


Kingdom in Europe, where they have not Schoo!; 


and Academies, where all Longuages and Science: 


are taught. The Plough-men in the Field ſpeak 


Latin and Greet, which thou knoweſt are now | 
grown obſolete, and no where to be learn'd 


but in Books. The Mechanichs are Philoſophers; 


and every Man ſets up for an Hiſtorian, or an 


Antiquary. It was not ſo in former Times, when 
the Eccleſi afticks had engroſs d all Manner of 
Learning to themſelves, except ſome few of the 
Nobility and Gentry, who had the Advantage of 
Patrimonial Libraries, and Leiſure to apply them- 
ſelves to Study For then it was difficult to 
purchaſe Books, there being but few; and for 


thoſe, they were obliged to the Labour of the 


Scribe. Hence it came to paſs, that only ſuch as 


had Plenty of Money, and a ſtrong Inclination 


to Knowledge, monopoliz'd the chiefeſt Manu- 
ſecripts into their Hands, and bequeath'd them as 
a Legacy to their Of-/pring. But, ſince the In- 
vention of Printing, Books are infinitely . 

Ce, 
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ed, grown cheap and common: And thoſe Hifto- 
ries and Sciences, which before were ſhut up in the 
Latin, Greek, or ſome of the Oriental Languages, 
are now tranſlated into the vulgar Speech of every 

Nation; whereby the lowelt ſort of Beople who 

can but read have the Privilege to become as 


knowing as their Szperzors, and the Slave may 


vie for Learning with his Sovereign. This makes 
the Nazarenes upbraid the true Faithful with 


Ignorance and Barbariſm, becauſe Printing is 


not ſuffer d throughout the Maſſulman Empire. 
They conſider not the bad Conſequences of this 
Art, as well as the good: And, that the Liberty 
of the Preſs has filld the World with Errors and 
Lies: Beſides, they are Strangers to the Educa- 
tion of the Maſſulmans, who are generally taught 
the Aravick and Perfian Tongues from their Child- 
hood: In which Two Languages, how many fa- 


mous Hiſtories have been writ ? There is no point 
of uſeful] Wiſdom, which is not compriz'd in the 


Writings of the Eaſtern Sages. And as for unpro- 
fitable Treatiſes and Pamphlets with which the 


Europeans abound, they are ſuperfluous and bur-

Warriors in the World. As his whole Life was 
led in the Field, fo there he received an honour- 


able Death, being lain in the Battle of Latzen 


Some ſay, by the Treachery of Duke Albert, who 
had in Appearance deſerted the Emperor, and 


offer'd himſelf a Voluntier to G?“ Adolphus. 


I formerly mention'd this Duke, and that he was 
kill'd by a Swediſh Lady. If the Suſpicion of the 
Swedes be well grounded, and that Duke Albert 
was really guilty of the Murder of Gu/tavus, it 
may be this was the Motive which brought thoſe 
Amazons into the Field, to revenge the Death of 
their Prince. But it is impoſſible to be aſſur'd of 
the Truth, among ſo many different Opinions. 
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When the Freuch ſpeak of Guſtavus Adolphus, 


they cannot reſtrain their Words on this fide a 


Panegyrick. They fay he was a Prince above all 
Praiſe. *Tis certain, his very Enemies admired 
his inimitable Courage, and matchleſs Fortune. 


I have ſent thee the true EHgies of his Face, 


where thou wilt ſee a moſt agreeable Mixture 
of Majeſty and Benignity, creating Reſpect and 


Love at the ſame time in the Beholders. He was 


ſo familiar with every one, as if he had forgot 
himſelf, as well as he was a Stranger to Pride. 
He was a great Student in his Youth, and made 
himſelf Maſter of Latin, French, and Italian; be- 
ing alſo perfectly skill'd in Ancient and Modern 
Hiſtories. He had a wonderful F aculty in diſco- 
vering Impoſtors; a dexterous Wit in Time of 


Danger and Difficulty, being ready at Counſel, 


and ſwift in Execution; and as cunning at 4 


Stratagem, as he was bold at an Onſet. He was 
liberal to his Officers, and to all Men of Merit ; 


but a ſevere Puniſher of Diſorders in his Army. 
And that which crown'd all the reſt of his Vir- 


tues, his Piety to God was ſingular and worthy 
of Remark. The French relate a memorable Saying 


of this King, when he was once in his Camp 


before Verben. He had been ſolitary in the Cabi- 
net of his Pavilion ſome Hours together, and 
none of his Attendants durſt interrupt him; till 
at lengtha Favourite of his, having ſome 1mpor- 
tant Matter to tell him, came ſoftly to the Door, 


and looking in, beheld the King very devoutly 
on his Knees at Prayers. Fearing to moleſt him 


in that /acred Exerciſe, he was about to with- 


draw his Head, when the King {pied him, and bid 


him come in; faying unto him, Thou wordere/? 
te jee me in this Pifture, fince ] have ſo many thou 
ſands of Subjects to pray for me. But I tell thee, 
that us Man bas more need to pray for himſelf, than 


D 
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he, who being to render an Account of his Actions to 
none but GOD, is for that Reaſon more cloſely aſ- 
faulted by the Devil, than all other Men beſide. 
Guſtavus was born in the Year 1 594, at which 
time, they ſay, a Comet was ſeen in the Form of a 
Sword, with its Point directed toward Germany; 
which the Agrolagers of thoſe Times interpreted 
as a Prelage of that King's Warlike Genius, and 
of his future Conqueſts in the Empire. He came 
to the Government before he had ſeen full ſeven- 
teen Winters, and was cut off in the eight and 
thirtieth Vear of bis Age. 

It is ſaid, That a few Days before his Death, 
when his Soldiers received him with infinite Ac- 
clamations and all the Marks of an unuſual and 
intemperate Joy, he ſeem'd to be troubled at it, 
laying, That he took that exceſſive Demonſtration 

of his Soldiers Love, for an Omen of ſome approach- 
ing Diſaſter: And that he was aſſured GOD 
would, by taking him away, teach them, that 
there is no Confidence to be ripoſed in any Mortal. 

After the Death of Guſtavus, the States of the 
Kingdomaſſembling, proclaim'd Chri/tina Queen; 
and during her Minority, committed her to the 
Tutelage of Five principal Officers of the King dom, 
who alſo took on them the hole Care of the 
Commonzealth. 

She i; perfect in Seven Languages; wel vers d 
in Ancient and Modern Philoſaphy, and a com- 
plete Hiſtorian. In fine, ſhe has acquir'd the Te 
of the moſt learned Princaſi of her Time. 

She is of a graceful and majeſtick Aſpect; 
has a piercing Eye; wears part of her Hair 
looſe about her Temples, and flowing down 
in Curls to her Shoulders; the reſt braided up 

behind, in Form of a Wreath. Thus is ſhe re- 
preſented by her Picture, which I have ſeen in a 
Gallery of Cardinal Mazarini's Palace, who pro-

The Evgli/> allo gloried in a Virgin Ducen the 


laſt Age: Her Name was Elizabeth, whom thou 


canſt not but have heard of. She was the Daugh- 
ter of Henry VIII. King of that Nation. She Was 


a. Princeſs of an extraordinary Genius, remark- 


able for her Wit and Learning, *T'was one of 
her Subjects, who the firit of all Mortals, ſail'd 
round the G/obe: And, by his fortunate Service, 


ſhe vanquiſh'd the reputed invincible Armada of 
Spain. She govern'd her Kingdom with ſuch ek, 


quiſite Conduct, as made the greateſt Potentatcs

They keep 
behind the Scenes, yet act their Parts in all the 
Tragedies and Revolutions of the World. The Fa- 
ther of the preſent Indian King made an abſo- 
lute Reſignation of his Sovereignty to his Queen, 
for four and twenty Hours. This Prince by a 
ſtrange Affectation, called himſelf King of the 
 Werld. His Wife was the Daughter of an Arabian 
Captain, who had ſerved him in the Wars: But

This 
is the right Uſe of Travelling, when a Man re- 
turns from foreign Nations, cultivated with experi- 
mental Knowledge, and ſtock'd with Improve. 
ments, that may render him ſerviceable to his 
Country. .

Thou condemneſt the Injuſtice and Avarice of 
the Indian Moguls; who, as ſoon as any of the 
Omrahs, or great Men die, cauſe all his Eſtate and 
Goods to be ſeiz'd, to their own proper Uſe. 
Whereby it comes to paſs, that the Widow and 
Children of the Deceaſed, are reduced to the 
loweſt Condition of Poverty, being many times 


forced to beg for a Subliſtence. Tis true, this is 


1 Oppreſſion not to be juſtified, eſpecially In 


thoſe who profeſs to believe in one God Creator of 
all Things, the incorrupt Fudge of the Univerje, 


But what thinkeſt thou then of our Su/tans, who 
not having Patience to wait till a nature/ Death 
ſhall make them Heirs to the Wealth of a Baſſa, 
generally ſecure their 7:2/e, and haſten their Poſ- 


ſeſſion by a Bow-/tring ? Theſe are Royal Vio- 
lences: Though the Reſignation of Sees mult 
not tax them with any Crime, who are accounta- 
ble to none but G0. | 


It was however a notable Piece of Raillery 
with which the Widow of a rich Merchant re- 
proved this unreaſonable Cuſtom in the preſent 
Mogul. Her Huſband was an Idolater, Who had 
| heaped together an infinite Treaſure by Trading 
and Uſury; and when he died, left her worth 
Two hundred thouſand Roupies. Her Son, ſome 
| Years after coming of Age, demanded of her 
a Stock to ſet. up with as a Merchant. Which

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refuſed him; furniſhing him only with ſuch fn. 
Sums as e to nouriſh his Diſcontent, and 


tempt him to a lewd, careleſs Life. But at length, 


not being able to prevail on his Mother, to part 
with ſo much as would anſwer his Expectations, 


he complained to the MNogul, diſcloſing alſo what 


Eſtate his Father had left. The Mogul being in- 
formed of fo much Riches, ſent for the young 
Man's Mother, and commanded her to fend him 
half her Money, ordering, That the other half 
E fhould be divided between her ſelf and her Son. 
The Widow, not being at all ſurprized, or caſt 
down at this unjuft Propoſal, made the Mogul this 
ſhort Reply: O King, may the Gods make thee 
happy. My Sen has jome Reaſon to require his Share 


ef bis Fathers Eſtate, having his Blood running in 


Vis Veins; but T dcfire to kno, what Relation thou 
art to my Huſtand ar me, that thou claimeſt a 


Share in his Inheritance. The Prizce abaſh'd at 


© ſmart and bold an Addreſs, commanded her 
to give half her Eltate to her Son, and ſo Al- 
miſſed her. 

I have heard ſome of our Chiauſes' praiſe the 
Magnificence of the Mrguls Court, the infinite 
Number of his Atterdants: But above all, they 


| -extoi the inimitable Grandeur of his Throne, 


which is adorn'd with ſo many Topazice, Rubies, 
Emeraulds, Pearls, and Diamonds, as amount to 
thirty Millions of Roupies. But were it not much 
better, if inſtead of all this needleſs Glory, he 
could boaſt, That his Empire is founded in the 
Hearts of his Subjects: + He does dot conſider, 


That ſuch prodigious Heaps of envied Treaſure 
are but ſo many glittering Sat, golden Mana- 


tles, which ſerve for no other Uſe, but to chain 
ThE up from that Freedom, and thoſe more in- 
nent Delights, chat the meaneſt of his Subjects 
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Thou haſt, I perceive, diſcourſed with the Jy. 


diam Bramins: Doſt not thou diſcover, even in 


theſe Idolaters, a Contempt of Riches? What 
mean Thoughts have they of the Splendor and 
Gayeties of the Court? What a low Efteem of 
the long and proud Series of Titles, with which the 
Moguls endeavour * to exalt themſelves? Whilf 
they are called the Lights of the World, and Com- 


pan ions of the Sun; theſe poor Philo/ophers know, 


That in a little time they ſhall be laid in Darin, 
and have no better Society than that of Y rm, 
What ſignifies their Pedigree, or, 'Thatthe preſent 
Megal is but the tenth Deſcendant from the mmiphty 
Temurlen, who made all Aa tremble, if he has 
loſt the Virtue of his g/or ious Anceſtor 2 Tis that 
alone makes all Men 7ru/y noble. 

Thou telleſt me, That the Empire of the Nag 
affords him more Revenues than the Dominion; ot 
any two the molt potent Monarchs on Earth. Thare 


heard as much from others, which convinces me, 


that thou haſt inform'd thy ſelf rightly of the 
preſent State of the Indies. But doſt thou therefore 


eſteem this Monarch the richer? Conſider the val 


Extent of his Pominions, which are ſaid to contain 
more than Six hundred Leagues in length, and 
thou wilt find, that to maintain ſo great a "Tract 
of Ground, both againſt his foreign and domeſtict 


Enemies he is obliged to keep in conſtant Pay, 


ſome Millions of his Subjects and Strangers: For 


he is in the midſt of Enemies, even among hi 


own Subjects. Thus are above an hundred Soc. 
reigns in his Empire. iy by turns 
moleſt his Government, refuling to pay Tribute, 
and raiſing Armies againſt him: Whereby it come: 
to paſs, that he is at an infinite Expence to de- 
fend himſelf, and carry on thoſe endleſs Wars; 
thou thy ſelf having obſerv'd that once in two 
Moons there is an indiſpenſable Neceflity of paying 

| | thele 
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theſe prodigious Armies: Not a Soldier through- 
out his Empire having any thing to live on, ave 
the Wages he receives of the King. 
Conſider alſo, that this Monarch always keeps 
ſome thouſands of the fineſt Horſes in the World 
near his Perſon, ſuch as coſt him thouſands of 
Roupies a- piece; beſides a thouſand Elephants; 
with an incredible Number of Mules, Camels, 
and other Beaſts of Burden, to carry his Wives, his 
Goods and Proviſions, when he takes the Field: 
That whole Cities, even as large as Conſtantinople, 
are obliged to follow the King's Camp for Subſi- 
tence, their Livelihood altogether depending on 
the Army. Add to this, the immenſe Charges of 
his Seraglio, his Caſtles and Sea-Port Towns, with 
all the other neceſſary Expences of the State, and 
thou wilt conclude, That when this Potentate 


comes to caſt up his Accounts, he will find him- 
ſelf a poor Man. : | 


But I ſhall cloy thee with a Rehearſal of ſuch 
things, as thou canſt not be a Stranger to. 

Only tell me, Whether one of the Raias or 
Princes ſubject to the Mogul, be the real Diſcen- 
dent of Porus, the ancient King of 1ndis, in tlie 
Time of Alexander the Great?

Theſe Letters add, That there have bald ſome 


high Words between Monſieur Chanut, and the 


E'Y 
Swed?th Secretary of Stute. And, that the latter, 
2 going out of the Chamber where they dicour- 


ted, laid his Hand upon his Sword, with theſe 


Words: Monficur Chanut, were it not for the Fonce 
which the Lavw of Nations bas rats'd about your 
Perſon, I would anſwer you in anther Language. 
To which M. onfieur Chanut replied, That he wore 
4 Stoord to defend binjelf and his private Honour, 
4 well as any Swede in the Kingdom. 
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The Occaſion of this Quarrel was, The great 
Reſort of Rom ,n Catholicꝶ Strangers to Monjieur 
Cyenut's Ch pel, which gave Diſguſt to the Sed, 
who allow not the Exerciſe of the Roman Religion 
withir cheir Territories. They caſtrate all the 
Pr of that Communion whom they find, and 
prolecute the Laity with rigorous Penalties. But 
Monjfieur Chanut pleaded the Law of Nations: And 
when the Secretary told him, That the Queen per- 
mitted him and his Family the Liberty of their 
Religion, but deſired him not to admit any other 
Pertons of what Nation ſoever: This Minister re- 
plied, That he could not receive as a Favour 6 
Permiſſion from her Majeſty, the Liberty of exerci- 
ling is Religion, /ince he held it only of his Nl 
ter, the King of France, who had ſent him thither, 
and that he would not ſhut the Door of his Chapel 
againſt any that would come in: That their Law, 
which, according to their own Calcule, was mae 
about Two thouſand Years after the Foundation if 
their Eſtate, could not abrogate the Law of Na- 
tions, hich is eternal: Mal this perpetual Law 
gave particular Privileges tn ciftain Perſons, ani 
eſpecially to the Miniſters of foreign Princes: That 
their new Law, ſuch as it was, being only made .. 
maintain the publick Worſhip, reſpected not what 
was done in the Houſe of a foreign Miniiter, by 4 
ſpecial Privilege, it being of no Conſequence t9 th 
State, whether ſuch Foreigners ſerved God or nos, 


or whether they worſhipped him in a right or wrote

His dai- 
ly Actions furniſh them with new Themes, ard 
ſometimes they rehearſe the old. They compare 
him with his Predeceſſor Richlieu, and with Card!- 
nal Ximenes, a Spaniſh Miniſter. They term theſe 
three, the Trinity of Chri/tian Stateſmen ; thus di- 
ſtinguiſhing their perſonal Characters. Rzichlien, 
they ſay, was crafty, covetous and revengetu! ; 
X/menes was politick, ſevere, and valiant ; Mata: 
rixi is wiſe, merciful, and liberal. 5 
. . he 


The firſt made good his Character, they ſay, 
in heaping up ſuch prodigious Treaſures; in 
raiſing all thoſe of his Family or Dependence, to 
the higheſt Honours; in occaſioning the volun- 


tary Baniſhment of the 2yeen-Mother ; in ruin- 


ing whomſoever he ſuſpected; and finally, in 
making himſelf ſo much the Maſter of all Secrets, 


that the King, however diſguſted and averſe from 


him, yet could never fit ſafe on his Throne 


without him, when /irins, nor venture the Ma- 


nagement of the Pablich to any of his Creatures, 
when dead. Thus ſpeak they of that great Mi- 
niſter. | 


As to Cardinal Ximenes, they ſay, He diſcover'd 


the Qualities Which they aſcribe to him, in the 


Method he took to raiſe himſelf to that envied 
Greatneſs, which was, by ſeeming to ſhun the 
Honours at which he ſecretly aim'd. For being 
a devoted Deryije, or religious Friar, he appear'd 
to be the molt mortiſy'd Man of the whole Order; 
Which being taken Notice of, he was made Pro- 
vincial ; from which Dignity, he made but 
one Step more to the Pyrple ! And, growing emi- 
nent for his Abilities, he was made the fr/t Mi- 
ni/ter in the Court of Spain. 


He levy'd Sixteen thouſand Men at his own. 


Coſt, invaded Barbary, ſtorm'd their ſtrongeſt 
Cities, and reduced the whole Kingdom of 7ri- 
#oli and Algiers, to his Maſter's Obedience. 
Whilſt he was at the Head of his Army, one 
Day there happen'd a Mutiny among his Soldiers. 
A certain Fellow, running up and down between 
the Ranks, and exciting them to chuſe a new 
General, ſaying, It was a Shame to jerve a poor- 
pirited Friar: The Cardinal perceiving this, 
ſtepp'd to the Fellow, and, with one Blow, 
leyer'd his Head from his Body. This firuck 
duch a Terror into all, that, from that time,

there was not the leaſt Tumult or Diſorder in his 
Army. | 
They ſay, he was in the End poiſon'd by eating 
of a 22 of which a Friend of his receiv'd Inti- 
mation on the Road, as he was riding to the 
Place where the Cardinal was at Dinner. But he 
came too late, to prevent the Effects of the Poi. 
ſon: For though the Cardinal was but juſt riſen 
from the Table yet he began to void Blood by 
his Ears, and the Extremities of his Fingers; and 
in a few Days drew his laſt Breath. He was tall, 
and well limb'd: His two fore Teeth of the up- 
per Jaw grew ſo far out of his Mouth, that he 
was call'd, The Eccleſiaſtical Elephant. The Sutucs 
of his Skull were fo cloſely indented, that there 
was no more room for Tranſpiration of the grol- 
ſer Vapours, than through the moſt ſolid Part of 


the Bone. On this account he was ever troubled 


with the Head-ach, contrary to Cardinal Richlieu, 
who never felt any Pain in that Part, becauſe he 
had two little Holes in his Crown, through which 
the Fumes exhal'd. 


Theſe are the Remarks which are ab on 


Cardinal Ximenes. As to Mazarini, they ſay 7 he 


ſurpaſſes both theſe Miniſters, in the exquiſite 


Moderation of his Temper: And comes ſhort 
of neither, in the Contrivance or Succeſs o 


Affairs, being {ſolid in his Counſels, ſecret and 


ſwift in their Execution. He has this allo pecu- 
liar in his Conduct, that none are more ſure ot 
His Favour, than thoſe who have done him Inju- 
ries, He is magnifick in his Expences; building 
Palaces, that may vie with the mot celebrated 


Structures of the antient Romans: A curious 


Collector of choice Paintings and Sculptures; 


furniſhing the Houſes with Utenſils of Cedar, 


Ebony, Silver, Gold, and other Ornaments, be- 
fitting the Palace of a King. Liberal beyond the 


Expectation 
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Expectation of his Friends and Servants, yet not 
to Profuſeneſs. He has a wonderful Sagacity in 
diſcovering Cheats and Impoſtors; and no leſs 
Dexterity in diſcerning Men of Merit, though ne- 
ver {o much obſcur'd by Misfortune. 

Not long ago he catch'd a Gentleman in a 
Crime, which expo;'d him to the Laughter and 
Contempt of the whole Czzrt, but not ro the 
Cardinals Hatred. He had been recommended 
to this Miniſter by a Lady of the Court, for whom 
he had a great Eſteem. On which account he 
had free Acceſs to the CardinaPs Preſence, and 
would always mix with his Nerinue. 

But his curious Patron had obſerv'd ſome- 
thing in his Carriage, which gave him Ground 
of Miſtruit. For he would always place himſelf 
as near as he could to a certain Table in the 
Chamber, where the Cardinal gives Audience. 
There is a Drawer under this Table, which com- 
monly ſtands half open, it being the Place where 
all Petitioners throw in their Bribes or Pre- 


ſents; it not being ſeemly for a Prince of the 


Church, to take Money himſelf. The Cardinal 
obſerv'd, That this Spark always had his Eye 


glancing on that Drawer, as if he coveted what 


was there contain'd. However, he took no No- 


tice, but gave him all the Opportunities imagi- 


nable to do his Pleaſure; yet ſtill one Accident 
or other, hinder'd the Gentleman from execu- 
ting his Delign, which was, T'o borrow ſome 
of the Gold that lay in that Drawer. At length 
it happen'd, That the Cardinal having appointed 


ſome curious Pageants to be made in Honour of 


the King's B:irth-day, he, with ſeveral of the 


Courtiers, ſtood looking out of the Windows to 


ſee theſe triamphant Shows paſs by. The Gen- 
tleman, taking this Opportunity, Whilſt he

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without, ſlips to the Table, and takes out of the 
Drawer a Bag of Gold, putting it up in his Poc- 
ket, and retiring to the Window again. He ima- 
gined that no Body had ſeen him, and therefore

When the SH was over, and the Company with- 
drew from the Window; after a while, they al! 
took their leave, and departed: And, among the 
reſt, this Gentleman Thief was going out. But 
- the Cardinal deſired him to tarry, in that he hid 
ſomething to ſay to him. The Gentleman ſtung 
with the Guilt of what he had done fell a trem- 
bling, and was ready to drop down at the Card;- 
nals Feet. But he bid him be of good Comfort, 
ſaying thus to him; My Friend, what then hi 72 
done, is not hid from mc. Tf thou haſt not Geld 
enough, I will double thy Sum. Therewith he 
gave him another Bag of equal Value; ſayin: 
withal, Go thy Way, and ſee my Face no more. © 
pardon, but cannot truſt thee. 
Would thou know, by what means the Car- 
_ dinal diſcover'd this Theft? He always wears on 
his Finger a Ring, in which is ſet a ere! of 
ineſtimable Value; it being a Natural Mirror, 
and diſcovering all Things that are done in the 
Room, though behind a Man's Back. T'was on 
this Stone the Cardinal caſt his Eye, when the 
Gentlemen thought he was looking out of the 
Window.

_ Honour, the Gift of the Lieutenant of God. 

I made Choice of this Oceation at once to 
perform my Duty and to acquaint thee with, a 
National Villainy ſuch a Violation of the 2 pablick 
Faith of a Kingdom, as it will be difzcult to pa- 
rallel.

HIS City is peſter'd with an innumerable 

Multitude of Bats, and a kind of Serpents, 
which they call Lizards or Newts. They breed in 
the Walls of their Houſes, and moleſt the Inha- 
bitants Night and Day, ſwarming more than or- 
dinary every ninth Year. 

The Pariſiaus give an odd Reaſon for this 
Plague. They ſay, That in former Ages, a cer. 
_ tain Magician had undertaken to free this C72, 
from all venemsas Creatures; and that, according: 
ly, he had made ſeveral Images of thoſe Ani; mal:, 
annexing to them Enchantments, and hiding then: 
in obſcure Places under the Earth; promiſing al- 
ſo, That ſo long as thoſe Images remain'd un- 
touch'd, Paris ſhould not be moleſted with any 
hurtful Thing. This ſucceeded according to his 
Words; till at a certain time, as they were dig- 
ging up the Foundations of an old Temple, the 
Workmen found ſeveral brazen mages, ſome re- 
preſenting a Bat, ſome a Lizard. They making 
ſmall Account of thoſe magical. Religues, fold 
them to the next Braſier for a Piece of Money 
Who being ignorant alſo of the hidden Force of 
_ theſe Images, melted them down for his own Ule. 
And, ever ſince that time, the City has been 
over-run with Bats and Lizards. 

I relate this to thee, in regard I have often 
| hezrd thee ſpeak of the ancient S7atues, that 
were in the Atmidam at Contantinop/e, and in 
other Parts of the City; particularly of that Pil 
lar, which had three Brazen Serpents winding a- 
bout it, which when Mabomet the Great beben, 

the 
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the Congueror ſtruck one of them with a Batt/e- 
Axe, and {mote off the /zzver Faw. Upon which 
a multitude of Serpents infeſted the City, but 
were ſoon exterminated, in regard the Sultan, 
being warned by the Citizens, forbore to do any 
farther Injury to thoſe Images, which were the 
Guardians of the City. | 
The Annals of the Muſſiulman Empire make 
Mention of theſe Statutec, as alſo of a Horſe of 
Braſs, and a Bull of the ſame Metal: The ore 
erected as a Charm againlt the Pe/tilence; the 
other, as an oraculous Sign, that the Enemies of 
the Grecian Monarchy ſhould in that Place be 
repulſed, and driven out of the City. Yet it 
proved otherwiſe: For the victorious Saul 1924115 
againſt whom the Enrhantments of the Infdels 
could not prevail, enter'd the Muarket-Place, 
where this /mage ſtood, and drove from thence 
the timorous Grecians; cutting in Pieces all that 
made Reſiſtance, and rendring themſelves Lords 
of Conſtantinopli, at that time the richeſt a in 
the World. | 
The Romans were creme addicted to theſe 
ſuperſtitions Vanities; believing the Safety of 
their City and Empire, conſiſted in the Preſerva- 
tion of the Pa//adinm, an Image which they 
thought fell down from Jupiter. and was tranl- 
ported from Troy to Italy by A ncas being after- 
wards repoſited in the Temple of YV-fla, but burnt 
in that dreadful Conflagration, which happen'd in 
the Reign of Nero. | 
They had in no leſs Veneration the Buckler, 
which they were taught dropp'd down from 
Hencen, into the Hands of Numa Peinpilius; 
whereon the Fate of Rome was engraven, in 
Characters which none could read. Fearing left 
this Sacred Shield might be ſtolen, they cauted 
Eleven others of the ſame Figure to be made, 
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and all to be hung up together in the Temple of 
Mars. 

And, to the end the Guardian Genie, of the Ci. 
zy ſhould not be enticed from them by the Ex- 
chantments of their Enemies, the true Name of the 
City of Roms was kept ſecret, even from its own 
Inhabitants; inſomuch, that Valerius Soranus was 
put to Death, for publiſhing it to one of his 
Friends. Many have guels'd at the Hidden Cs 
ſome ſaying, It was Valencia; others, That it wa 
Velia; a third fort call it Anthu/a. But there i; 
no Certainty in their Conjectures. For the Pa- 
gans were above all things careful to conceal the 
Names of their Cities and Patron Gods; knowing, 
that thoſe Spirits would not forſake them, till they 


were call'd forth by their profer Names. 


They us'd alſo to chain the Zmages of their G0 


to the Altars, left they ſhould depart from them 


by Stealth. Thus the Tyrians, when Alexander be- 
ſieged their City, and they underſtood from the 
Prieſts, that Apollo the Guardian of Tyre, was dil 
pleaſed with 'em, they faſten'd his Image with 


| ſtrong Fetters of Iron. So dealt the Spartans with 


the Image of Mars. And this was the common 
Practice among thoſe idolatrous Nations. 

As for us, who have received the Lato clear 
and intelligible, and believe in the Upzzy of the 
Divine Efjence: We uſe no Charms our elves, 
neither do we fear the Magic of the àncircilimdi— 


fed. All our Confidence is in Gd, and the Protc- 


ction of his Prophet: We go boldly to the Wars, 
whit we fight in Defence neither of Statues, nor 


fait, Re liques, but of the Polini "one ni{h'd Wich 


Truth and Light, the Bio brought down from 
Heaven by an Angel.

AM now. returned from Orleans, whither I 
1 went in Obedience to thy Appointments ; and 
not without abundance of Pleaſure to my ſelt, it 
being the Time of Year when all things conſpire 
to make a Traveller paſs his Time away with De- 
light. 

Yet my Return was melancholy, in Regard I 
could not accompliſh what I aim'd at, nor be in a 
Capacity to render thee that Satisfaction thou re- 
quireit, either in buying the Fezvels, or in efta- 
bliſhing any Correſpondence. 
form'd thee of the Germans inhabiting that City, 
were miſtaken in their Character, they being only 
a Society or Corporation of Students, and no ways 
concerned in Traffick or Merchandize. 

They told thee right, in ſaying, There are a 
great Number of Strangers in Or/eans: I think 
the /mperial City, Whi ch commands the Herld, 
cannot boalt a greater Diverlity of Languages, 
than are ſpoken daily in the Streets and Houſes 
of Orleans, There are ſome, al molt of all Nati- 
ons, reſiding in that City. 


Would'ſt thou know the real 8 ion of this 


mighty Conflux of Foreigners. It is, That they 


may itudy that which the Nazarenes call the Civil 


Law, which is there profeſſed as in an Academy, 


erected for that Purpoſe by Philip the Fair, one of | 


the Kings of France. ; = 
If thou knoweſt not the Meaning of the Civil 
Law, it is, A Collection of the audient Roman 


Laws, drawn from above Two thouſand Boos 


of 
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of their Scri bes, by the Command of the Emperor 
Juſtinian, for a Standard of Equity in thoſe cor- 
rupt Times, in that univerſal Relaxation and De- 
cline of good Government. 

This is the Attractive, which draws ſo many 
Strangers from all Parts of Europe, to that plea- 
fant City, where, beſides the Opportunity of 
improving themſelves in the moſt honourable Pro- 
fefſion among the Nazarenes, next to that of the 
Prieſthood, they enjoy a pure and ſerene Heaven, 
a fruitful and delicious Part of the Earth, and the 
Company of the moſt ein and courteous 
People in all France. _ 

"Tis for this reaſon the Germans, among ale 
Nations, flock to Orleans; and, through the Fa- 
vour of the French Kings, have obtain'd a Privi- 
lege beyond other Nations; that is, To incorpo- 
rate themſelves into a Soczety of Students. Nei- 
ther is there any ſuch thing as Merchandize known 
among them. 

If I have not anſwer'd thy Expectation, rene 
Prince of the Baſſa's, blame not Mahmut, but a 
cuſe the Germans of Orleans, for not exchanging 

their Studies for Traffic; or rather blame thoſe 
- Who preſum'd to. tell thee this far fetch'd Fae. 
In finiſhing this Letter, I bow my Head to the 
Floor of my Chamber, and kiſs the Paper which 
ſhall have the Honour to be touch d by thy illu- 
ſtrious Hands.

HOU haſt heard of the 4/jrian, Scythian, 


and Roman Heroines. Theſe were all valiant. 


Leaders of Armies, Women of Honour and Re- 

nown. Now I will inform thee of a Female which 

France has brought upon the Stage of War. 
According to the Orders which I receiv'd from 


the Vizir Azem, I took a Journey to Orleans laſt. 


Mon; where on the third Day after my Arrival, 
beholding a ſolemn Proceſſion in the Streets of that 


populous City, attended with ſome uncommon + 
Ceremonies and Rejoycings, my Curiolity prompt- 


ed me to enquire the Occaſion of it. Thou 
may'ſt imagine, I did not apply my ſelf for In- 
formation to the Multitude, who take up Things 
on the common Credit of Fame, which does not 


always deliver the Truth. addreſs 'd my ſelf to 


thoſe that were acquainted with the Records of 
the Town; who told me, That this Slemnity was 
yearly obſerv'd on the Eighth Day of the Fifth 
Moon, in Memory of their Deliverance from the 
Engliſo, who beſieged this City, and were beaten 
from before it by Joan d' Arc, a Maid of Lor- 
rain, in the Reign of Charles I. This Virago ſeem'd 
to be the fatelar Angel of France: For to her Va— 
lour and Conduct, that Mcyarch ow'd the Reco- 
very of this Kingdom, almoſt Joit to the King of 
England; this being the laſt Place of Importance 
which had not receiv'd Eng/; Garriſons. After 
ſhe had rais'd the Siege, the purſued the Ene- 
my, gave them ieveral Battels, defeated them, 
took the Generals Captive, reduced all the Cities 
0 their former Obedience, and never ſheath'd

her Sword, *till ſhe ſaw her Maſter folemnly 
crown'd at Rhemes. Yet at length ſhe her ſelf 
was made a Priſoner by the Exgliſb, and was pub- 
lickly burnt for a Milch at Rouen. Wen 
Ihe Inhabitants of Orleans have erected brazen 
Statues in her Honour. They celebrate her Prai- 
ſes, and eſteem her a Woman div:incly inſpired to 
fave her Country. Yet the more intelligent {rt 
fay, That ſhe was neither Vitch nor Prophete/s, 
but only a Maid of good Wit and Courage, 
whom ſome of the Princes of the Blood Royal, 
had inſtructed to act the Part of a Miionary 
from Acaven; that fo, by pretending Viſions and 
Revelations, ſhe might raiſe the Courage of the 
French now almoſt diſpirited by their many 
Loſſes; and whom nothing leſs than a Miracle 


could perſivade to abide the Field againit the 


victorious Engliſh. This is certain, that ſhe 
difinguith'd the King, though diſguiſed like a 
Peaſamt, and in a Crow'd of People: She went 
boidly up to him, and ſaluted him by his 777, 
to the Aſtoniſhment of thoſe that ſtood by. She 
ſent a Meſſepger to bring her a Sword of an- 
tique Workmanſhip, that lay hid in a Tomo in 
one of their famous Maſques; (for, the Nazurencs 
of the Vet bury the Dead in their Temples.) 
This Action extremely enhanced her Reputa- 
tion, in recard none knew of this Sword but the 
King himſelf. She was therefore look'd upon as 


an extraordinary Perſon; and the People could 


hardly be reſtrain'd from paying her divine 
Honours, ans. |

Soldiers; ſhe drove the Guards before her: Then 
| returning of her own accord to the Stake, {he 
made her laſt dying Speech, foretelling many 
Things to come, which afterwards proved true. 
| And having made an end of ſpeaking, ſhe bid the 
| Executioner ſet fire to the Wood; which he did 
accordingly, and ſhe was burnt to Aſhes, 
Certainly every Nation may boaſt of ſome 
Female Warriour, that at one time or other has 
done remarkable Service to her Country.“ 
And chou art not a Stranger to the Hiſtory i 
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the Amazons, who excluded Men from their So- 

ciety, yet became formidable to all the Regions 
round about them.

Sicily. Thou and I have reaſon to remember that 
Place of our Captivity, carrying the Marks of our 


Maſter's cruel Anger yet in our Bodies. Thoſe 


Plains, thou knoweſt, afford a very agreeable 


Proſpect, eſpecially at this time of the Year, when 


the Verdure of the Trees, mix'd with the Bright- 
neſs of the Corn-fields, and the party-colour'd 


Meadows, tempt the Eye into a Controverſy of 
— Pleaſure, a Man neither knowing well how to 


take it off, nor yet where to fix it, in ſuch an 


orderly Confuſion and Medley of charming Ob- 


jects. 


Such is the Province between Paris and Orleans, 


which has this Advantage of thoſe Sicilian Plains, 
that here all the way one rides, innumerable mag- 
nificent and beautiful Palaces appear, ſhooting up 
their glittering Turrets above the lofry Groves, 


which environ thoſe Seats of Pleaſure. Indeed 
this 15 one of the pureſt Airs, and the moſt fertile 
Soil in all the Kingdom, which invites the Nob/es 


and Gentry to reſide here during the Summer, and 
occaſions much travelling on this Road. 


About Mid-day, we came to a Town called 
Chaſtres, where we alighted to refreſh our ſelves, 


Travellers, in theſe /e/ern Parts, are better ac- 
commodated with Proviſions than they can be in 
Alia, where they mult carry their own Beds with 
them, and dreſs their own Victuals, or lie on the 
naked Floor faſting. This makes the Nagarenes 
call the Eat inhoſpitable. They conſider not at 
the {ame time, that 'tis the Niceneſs and Delica- 
cy of the Mahometans, which occaſions this Cu- 
ſtom, For the Za/tern People are fearful of defi- 
ling themſelves, by eating Meat prepared by other 


| Hands than their own, or thoſe of their ſervants 3 
As alſo to lie on a Bed, common to all Paſſen- 


Sers. 
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But theſe Infidels are like the Soine, to whom 
all Meat is welcome, and every Pitch an accepta- 
ble Bed. Here are Inns all along the Roads, 
Whereinto when you enter, the Hoi provides you 
both Bed, and all other Neceſſaries. A Man muſt 
venture to fleep on the tame Pillow, where per- 
haps a Leper has lain the Night before, or ſome 
Perſon inſected with a worſe Diſeaſe. The Ho/l 
examines none, but harbours all alike, provided 

they have Money to pay him. And as for Victu— 
als, tis the cuſtom of all Travellers to eat toge- 
ther at one common Table, where ſeveral Diſhes 
of Meat are ſerved up, and every Man is free to 
eat what and how much he pleaſes, paying a ſta- 

ed Price for his Dinner. | 
Thus no ſooner were we come into our Inn at 
Chafres, but the Ho} ſaluting us after the Man- 


ner of the Country, invited us to fit down at 


the Ordinary, (lor ſo they call their publick Pin- 
ner in an Inn.) We were not ſo ſcrupulous as to 
refuſe his Offer, but follow'd him into the Cham- 
ber, where the Dinner was prepared. There 
were many Gueſts at the Table, and all buſy in 
feeding themſelves. We took ſuch Seats as we 


found vacant, and without much Ceremony, fell 


10 cating. Thie Fez truſted to the Indulgence of 
Moſes, and I to that of Mal net, for eating with 
the uncircumciſed, whoſe Meat is ſeldom free from 
the Pollutious of Bld. We knew, that neither 
Cd, nor his Prophets, required. us to ſtarve. 
There was Plenty of Wine, and that ſo delici- 
ous, as would have tempted an Hog7a to taſte it, 


without the Myft:'s Diſpenſation; to avoid Sin- 


gularity, I made a Shew of eating as the reſt ; but 
the greateſt part of my Repaſt conſiſted in Bread, 
and ſome F ruits, with that exhilarating Juice of 
che Grape. 


The 
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The honeſt Jer ſwore *twas a Banquet prepa- 
red by Cupid to render him the molt miſerable 
of all Men. For, juſt in the midſt of our Mirth, 
came in a French Gentleman with a Lady in his 
Hand, who placed themſelves at the 'Table exactly 
oppoſite to us. I perceived evident Symptoms 
of ſome Diſorder in Eliachim, who ſeem'd to 
read his Fate in that fair Creature's Face; yet 
had not Power to check his wand'ring Eyes, or 
guard them from inevitable Wounds. H'd al- 
moſt acted o'er the Story of the Agyptian Wives, 
uv hom Joſeph's Miſtreſs had Write to behold his 
Beauty; they cut their Fingers for their Meat, 
whilſt gazing on the charming Youth : So poor 
Eliachim was all Confuſion, turn'd to a Statue, 
whilſt he look'd on this enchanting Gorgoy, He 
had forgot to eat or drink, till I began to rouze 
him from his Dream. 1 told him ſoftly in the 
Ear, This Lady was but the younger Siſter of 
{xion's Miſtreſs. This brought him to his Senſe 
again, but could not reſtore his Peace. Prudence 
taught him to diſſemble the violent Emotion of 
his Soul, and not to expoſe himſelf in ſuch a 
Company ; 3 but nothing could expel the fatal Poi. 
ſon from his Breaſt. 

When we had ſufficiently repoſed our ſelve:, 
we bid adieu to the Inn, all joining Company, 
and ſetting forward to Orleans. On the Road 
both Eliachim and I had many Opportunities of 
converiing with this young Lady; tuch Familia» 
rity with Women, being allow'd in France. We 

found her Wit ſurprizing as her Beauty; and her 
Mien and Conduct, ſuch as gave Advantage to 
them both. In a Word, E/iachin was loſt amidi 
ſo many Perfections. 

When we came to our Inn at Night, and were 
in our Chamber together, he vented his Paſſion in

We came not to Orleans, till the next Day, 
where we tarried not long, having no other Buit- 
neſs as it happen'd, but to ſee the Rarities of 
the Town, and inform our ſelves of thoſe 
things it is convenient for Travellers to know.

LETTER UR. 
To tbe Captain Baſſa. 


HOU that haſt had thy Education in Ar- 
ſenalt, and hait led the reſt of thy Life in 
Ships of War, wilt be beſt able to judge of the 
Propofal, which a certain bloody Sea Captain made 

to Cardinal Maxarini not long ago. 
It being the general Diſcourſe of this City, 
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with what Inſult and Defiance Admiral Moroſi ni, 
with about thirty Men of War, enter'd the Helle- 
/pont, and braved the Dardanels: This Officer told 
the Cardinal, That if he would furniſh him with. 
half that Number of Ships, he would engage to 
drive the Saltau out of his Seraglio, lay that Pa- 


ace in the Duſt, and beat down the Tocers of 
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all the Mo/ques in Conftanti1:oþle, or loſe his Life 


in the Attempt. To which the Cardinal repli- 
ed, Monſieur, I believe tis impaſſible, if you con!! 
finiſh your Wort, befere they would board your Men 
of War with a Hundr ea Gallies and Saiques full of 
armed Men. 

It is faid, That Card: nol Richlis 2% had fuch 4 
Project once, which made him propoſe the Build. 
ing of prodigious high Ships, whoſe Out-fide: 
ſhould: be ſtuck all over with ſharp Spikes, that 
ſhould render it impoſſible for Ga//zes to board 
them. 

By this thou may'ſt know, that ſuch an Attempt 


is not thought impracticable by the Chriſtians. l 


wiſh it be not put in effectual Execution by them, 
when the Port may leaſt dream of it. 
Chriflina, Queen of Swedeland, has cauſed a 


molt magnificent Veel to be built, with deſign to 


preſent it to Cardinal Maxarini. The inner Work 
of the Cabin is of Cedar, cunouſly overlaid with 
Flowers, and other Imagery of Gold. The Ex- 


tremity of the Stern, adorn'd with Windows, Sta- 
tues and Galleries; the wooden Work all over- 
laid with the ſame Metal. The Roof of the Ca- 


bin preſents the Story of Faſon's Expedition to get 
the Golden Fleece, painted by the beſt Maſters in 
Srvedelamd. All the Furniture ſpeaks the Roys/

Eight hundred thouſand Souls, and the greateſt 


part of them in their full Strength, Men of Arms, 
and inur'd to the Toils of War. 


Certainly it were a deſirable Thing, That this 8 
divine Largeſs were diſtributed to all the Regions 
on Earth. But God ſends his Bleſſings to w hom, 
and when he pleaſes. ,' I's he that direaeth the 


Clouds when they move through the Air, and 
reſt not till they arrive at barren and dry Places, 


where they pour forth their Water to refreſh the 
Earth, and render it fruitful. God / There is but 
one God, Lord of the World! Theſe are Signs of 
his Unity to true Believers, but the increaulcus 
have harden'd their Hearts. 

It is recorded, That in former Tins: the 
Ground whereon this Manna deſcended, belong'd 


to a certain Nobleman of the Countrey, who cove- 
tous of the unuſual Bling, undertook to encloſe 


all that Land within a high Wall, to the end that 


ſo rare a Gift might not be made common to eve- 


ry one. But, as ſoon as the Workmen had be- 
gun to lay the Foundation of this Encloſure, the 


Manna ceas d to fall, and lo continued, as long as 
they 
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they proceeded in that envious Work. Which 
when the Lord of the Ground was made ſenſible 
of, he commanded the Workmen to deſiſt, ſay- 
ing withal, The Almighty gives, and the Almigh- 
ty "takes away. Henceforward, I will not jeek to 
reſtrain the free Gif? of Heaven. Upon which, 
the Manna deſcended daily, as before, and ſo has 
continued to do ever ſince. Doubtleſs, this is a 
Sign of God's Omnipotence. | 

If thou wilt permit me to play the Philoſophers 
I will tell thee my Opinion, why this Mana is 
ſeen rather in the Kingdom of Naples, than in a- 
ny other Region of the Earth. _ | 

It is well known, That the Earth of this Coun- 
try abounds with Veins of Sulphur, which are 
diffuſed up and down through all Parts, and heat 
the Soil to an extraordinary Degree. Hence ir 
follows, That the Yer Region of the Air, in this 
Country, muſt needs acquire a greater Degree 
of Heat and Drinels alſo, being perpetually rart- 
ied by the fiery Atoms, which every where tran{- 
pire through the Pores of the Earth, as from a 
Furnace.

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the natural Poſition of the Element, and the Laws 


of Gravity ; contract themſelves into little globu- 


lar Forms, the lower they deſcend; thus ſettling 
on the Leaves of Trees, on the Graſs and Her bs, 
on Stones, and any part of the Earth, appearing 
like Grains of tranſparent Guy. 

Hence alſo I conceive, That the ſame Manna, 


8 (which is nothing elſe but an Æthertal Spirit, em- 


bodied in light and dulcied Vapours) abounds in 
the Air of moſt Countries, but remains inviſible, 
rarely ſo far condenſed, as to ſettle in a groſs Bo- 
dy on the Ground, becauſe the Air of thoſe Re-

pours up; but being moiſt and thick, the deſcend. 
ing Manna, inſtead of contracting it ſelf into glo- 
bular Bodies, and through its Weight ſinking to 
the Earth, dilates itſelf, and incorporates with tt 


floating Vapours: Juſt as if you pour Drops of | 


Water into a Veſle! full of the fame Element, 


| thoſe Drops do not link to the Bottom, but find- 


ing an #omogeneens Body, they mix with it, and 
are diſperſed every Way; Whereas, if there be no. 
thing in the way to ſtop them, they immediately 
fall to the Ground. 

But I ſhall tire thee with my Philoſophy, forget 
ting that I ip2ax to a Man conſummate in all Se. 


ences.  Aginai relates many remarkable Paſlages of 


this Country, too tedious for a Letter. I will only

Plain between them, and raite Towers. almoſt 
up to the Clouds. Some of their Cities are

Yet Nature has tied all our Race, 
in ſome common Bonds of Affection; and Humanity 
teaches us, to rejoice at the Deliverance of the 
Oppreſjed. 

The Kingd:m of Naples has long groan'd under 
the Yoke of Spaniſh Tyranny. The Labour of the 
People ſufficed not to pay the unreaſonable Taxc: 
that were impoſed on them. They ſweat Blood 
to become yet more miſerable 3 whilit their crue! 
Maſters having fleec'd them to Nakednets, would 
take Advantage of their Poverty, to rivet ter ir 
Chains yet deeper, and render their Servitud 
pak Redemption. 

The People were ſenſible of their Calamity, 
yet knew not how to ſhake off the Yoke. It had 
gall'd them to the Nerves and Sinews; their 
Strength was gone. Deſpair of Redreſs had ren- 
der'd them ſupine, and took from them the very 
Power of meditating their Recovery. But Hen. 
ven, which protects the oppreſſed, has raiſed up 
a Youth from among the eanα,ũd/ of the People, to 
allert the public Liberty.

This bold Tub, i; aſpired with a Zeal for the 
Puvlich, ran one Day into the Streets, crying wk 
1 a lou 
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a loud Voice, Long live the King of Spain, but let 
the corrupt Officers periſp. He had no other Wear 
pon, ſave a Reed in his Hand, but was ſoon fol- 
low'd by a Multitude of Boys and young Men, 
with Clubs and Staves, who went along the 


Streets of that populous City, repeating the Cry 


after him, Long live the King of Spain, but let 
the corrupt Officers periſh. At firſt, the Citizens 
langh'd at the Infant Tumult; but in leſs than 
two Hours, this Fiſherman (whoſe Name was 


Maſſaniello had enrolled above two thouſand 


Boys. 
Acceſſion of all forts of lewd and idle Perſons, 


Mal-Contents, Debtors, and ſuch as were defirous 


of Novelty. Nay, ſome of the better ſort of 
Citizens ſhut up their Shops, took Arms, and 


mingled with the popular Inſurrection: So that 


e'er Mid-day, there were above ten thouſand Men 
and Boys, marching along the Streets, and burn- 


ing the Cuſtom- Houſes with all-their Boo of Ac- 


compts, throughout the City. 

When Maſſaniello beheld himſelf at the Head of 
fo vaſt a Multitude, he thought It time to declare 
the Reaſon of his railing this Tumult. Wherefore, 
getting on an eminent Place in one of the Aa“. 


444, he ſpoke to his Followers to this Effect: 


Nejcice, 0 ye faithful People, and ſend up Accla- 
mations to the God of Heaven, 2% hath this Day 
put it into your Hearts and Hund to be your own 
Redecmers. As for me, my Spirit burneth within 
me, to ſee the publick Oppreſſion : and 1 jet noVa- 
lue on my Life, when 1 firſt began this glorteus En- 
terprize. One of the Princes threaten'd me with 
{be Galleys, If I perſiſted: But here are thoujands 
my Witneſſes, That inſtead of fearing him, 1, mote 


tim on the Breaſt, and ſent pin gu Joyful, [bat 
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he eſcaped with his Life. O ye faithful People, tri 
not the Princes or Nobles : They are the Men who 
oppreſs you, and would enflave you. Truſt in your 
Arms, and the Fuſtice of your Cauſe. God has 
broug bt you together ; let nothing ſeparate you til! 
you have freed your Country, your ſelves, your 
Wives and Children, from perpetual Servitude. 
Chuje you a Leader, a Man of Courage and Reſolu- 
tier, who is willing to ſacrifice his Life for the 
common Good. As for me, I have hitherto lied a 
Fiſherman, and ſe I intend to die. 


The People, exceedingly moved with thi: 
Speech, chole him with one Accord for their 
Lead 2r, crying cut with loud Acclamations, Long 
live Maſſainello, the Putron of the Neapolitan Li 
berties. 

The firſt thing he did alter he was confirm'd in 
this Authority, was to {et open the Priſons, and 
liit the Priſoners under the Banner of the People. 

Then he divided this confuſed Army into Regi- 
ments and Companies; and ſent forth a Pr oclama- 
lien throughout Naples, commanding all to take 
Arms, on pain ef having their Houſes burnt. 80 
that in a little Time he had above fifty 'I houſand 
arm'd Men at his Heels. 

Thus accompanied, he marches Giredtly war 

the FYiceroy's Palace, veſted in C/oth of Siler, 
with a naked Sword in his Hand. He was ac- 
e by a Cardinal, who undertook to be a 
Mediator between the Viceroy and the Peopre. 

His Preſetice refirain'd the Multitude within 
ſome Bounds of Moderation, for they reverenced 
him as the Father of the City. Yet they burnt 
above fixty Palaces of the Nobles to the Ground, 

with 11 their Furniture hd Goods; and it was 
preſent Death for any one to reſcue or purloin 
any thing from the Flames; ſo rigorouſly ju/* 


* as 
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was this new Laro-gicer, this Mo/es of the Neapo- 


litans. It was in vain for the Viceroy to oppoſe 
Force againſt ſo formidable an Inſurrection. He 
entertain'd the young Fiſherman with Ceremo- 
nies due to a Prince: And having concluded a 

Truce, gave him the Title of chief Tribune of the 
faithful People. This increaſed the Veneration 
the Citizens had already conceiv'd for Marane!ls : 


So that in a Day or two more he {xiv himſelf at the 


Head of an hundred and fif ty thouſand armed 
Men. He gave out all wo for the Republich, 
publiſh'd new Edits, and all Commiſſions were 
iſſued in his Name. He procured the w4tcls tobe 
for ever aboli{h'd, reſtored the Pegple to their an- 
cient Liberty: And in fine, Was murderx'd by his 
own Followers.

nions and Ceremonies be what they will; there- 
fore thou ſhalt be ſafe, in retrenching the endleſs 
and burthenfome Vaßſbing (as thou t rmeit them) 
of the Mufulmans, ſo long as tho, .cadelt a good 
moral Life. 

Art thou ſuch a F lend to Idleneſs and Impu- 
rity, that thou wilt by a moit pitiful Sophiſtry,

HE Defeat of the Venetians and Morlacks in 
Boſna, has reach'd theſe Parts. That News 
is not unwelcome to Mabnut. But I could wiſh 
our General had uſed his Victory with more Mo- 
deration. The Chriſtians term him Barbarian, 
Savage, Devil incarnate, and load him with Exe- 
crations : For, having taken Priſoner the Captain of 


the Morlacks, he cauſed him to be flay'd alive, 


and afterwards to be impaled. This Captain was 
an Fcclefinſtick, they call him Scepha no Sorich; 
and in Honour of his Zeal and Fidelity, they 
entitle him, The good Pric/ſt. They applaud his 
Magnanimity and Courage in Battle; and no 


leſs do they extol his Conſtancy, during the 


Torments of ſo cruel and ignominious a Death. 
But I tremble to think of the Blaſphemies 
and Curſes they utter againſt our holy Pro- 
phet, and all the Mufſulmans! For the cruel 
Execution has ſcandaliz'd the Nazarenes, and 
imbitter'd them, even to Fury. Their Revenge

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is implacable: They would go to Hell themſelves, 
provided the rue Faithful might be damiid for 
Company. | | 

What will our Divine Law-giver ſay? Or, 
what Apology will our General make, when the 
Sent of God ſhall charge him, with driving fo 
many Thouſand Souls into an irreconcilable 
Hatred of the awndefiled Faith? For they look 
not on this as the Action of a private Man, but 
of one who repreſents the Per/on of our augu/t 
Sovereign, the great Protector of the Law brought 
down from Heaven. They ſuppoſe him to be 
honour'd with the particular Inſtructions of his 
Maſter : And therefore they ſay, The Sultan has 
authoriz'd this unheard-of Cruelty; and, That 
our Religion countenances Tyranny, and the

I am no Advocate for Infidels; yet ſuffer me 
to vindicate Mature, which is the common Parent 
of us all. Suffer me to be ſollicitous for the 
Honour of our holy Profejon, which is blemiſh'd 
by this inhumane Murder. What Offence had 
this unhappy Captain given, that deſerv'd ſo dire a 
Puniſhment? Was it, Becauſe he fought valiant- 
ly, and perform'd Wonders in Defence of his 
Country? This is nothing but what becomes 
every honeſt Man to do. And, had our General 
been truly brave, he would have entertain'd his 
Priſoner with a Reſpect due to his Merit. 

Who was a more inveterate Enemy of the 
Muſſulmans than the renown'd Jebenderbeg, Prince 
of Albania? Who more valiant or ſucceſsful, 
again the Ottoman Armies? It is recorded of 
him, That he never ſhun'd a Battel, never fled 
from his Enemies, never ſhrunk from Perils, nor 
was ever wounded but once, in all his Life. And 
yet he {ſuſtained a continual War, from two 
| ſucceſſive 
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ſucceſſive O/man Emperours; defeated ſeven Vizier: 


with their Forces; took all their Ammunition 
and Baggage; and, in ſeveral Combats, ilewy 


with his own Hands above Two thouland Ma 


bometans. 

Our Fathers did not baſely revenge themſelves 
for all this, but cheriſh'd a Veneration for this 
Heroic Enemy, and honour'd the very Daſt of 
ſuch an extraordinary Perſon. For, after his 
Death, having conquer'd 4/4ania, they ſought 
out his Tomb, where they perform'd their Dec's- 
tions, as at the Sepulchre of a Prophet. They o- 
pen'd the Dormitory of the defunct Warrior, and, 
with religious Solemnity, took up his Bones, ſha- 


ring the honour'd Relichs among them; and wrap- 


ping them in Silk, wore them continually at their 
Breaſts, eſteeming them as ſacred Amulcts againſt 
Migfortunes. 


Surely our Corral would bluſh at an Exam- 


ple of ſo great Virtue. But perhaps he was in- 


cenſed, becauſe his Captive was a Prieſt: Miſ- 
taken Zeal might prompt him to this horrid 
Butchery. Thou, who art Fu/7ice it ſelf, wilt 
not approve his bloody Paſſion, when thou con- 
ſidereſt, That the Pric/?s of Feſus are Men as 


Well as others; and if they live in Error, the 
Fault is in their Education. However, many of 
them are humble, chaſte, ſober, and Lovers of 


Virtue. If there be others, whoſe corrupt 


Lives have contradicted this Character, let the 


Crime and the Puniſhment reſt on their Heads. 


It is not reaſonable that the Innocent ſhould 


ſuffer for the Faults of the Guilty. The Captain 
of the Morlachs had the Reputation of a de- 
vout and juſt Man, and a ſtout Champion for 
his Country: Had he been taken for a Spy, or an 


Aſſaſſin, the Law of Arms would have adjudg'd 


him to Death. Yet ſuch was the Clemency of 
Porſenna, 
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Porſenna, King of the Hetrurians ; That when Mu- 
 tius Scevola, a valiant Roman, came into his 
Camp, with deſign to murder him, but by Mi- 
ſtake ſtabb'd one of the Captains, thinking 1 A had 
been Por/enna; and to revenge that Miſcarriage 
on himſelf, thruſt his Hand into the Fire, *till 
the Fleſh was conſum'd to the Bones: The King 
aſtoniſh'd at his undaunted Spirit, ſent him away 
in Peace, raiſed the Siege of Rome, and enter'd 
into a ſtrict Friendſhip with that Neri: Such 
Honour he bore to the Fortitude of his Enemy, 
and deſign'd Murderer. But the Captain of the 
Morlacks was not taken under theſe Circumſtances: 
He loſt his Liberty in the Heat cf Battel, bravely 
combating at the Head of his Army. 

Wouldeſt thou know the Grounds then of our 
General's Cruelty ? It was purely, for the ſake of 

a Feſt. There went a Report, That when this 
Pri was born his Body was all over raw, ſo that 
the Phyficians wereforced, by Art, to ſupply him 
with a Skin. Our cruel General, to ſport him- 
ſelf in the poor Man's Mifery, commanded hira 
to be flay'd alive; uttering at the ſame time this 
inhuman Sarcaſm; There was no Reajon that he 
thould tarry a Skin out of the Wark, who brought 
none in.

his Scabbard: And that a Voice was at the fame 
Time heard from on high, to utter theſe Words, 
His Labour is finifſÞ'd, give him Reſt. 
T its is certain, That whilſt he was at the Head 
of an hundred thouſand Men, ſeven 4/an-s were 
hired by ſome of the Princes to ſhoot him; yet 
none of the Bullets could penetrate his Body, tho 
unarni'd, and only cover'd with his fiſhing Rags: 
And it was evident, that theſe Bullets ſmote him 
in divers Places, his Garments being mark'd with 
them, and he ſtagger'd with the Force of the 
_ Blows. 
Theſe are extraordinar, 7» Occurrences and 
would tempt one to believe, That this young F. 
fer man was the Inſtrument of Providence, and 
that Heaven protected both Him and his Cauſe. 
'Tis true indeed, it ſeem'd at laſt, as if he were 
abandon'd by that Divine Power, which had car- 
ried him through fo important an Enterprize, 
in that he was "ſlain by his own Soldiers. But 
then it muſt be remember'd, That this was not 
done till his Work was fnifp'd, and he went be- 
yond his Commiſion. Want of Sleep, the Multi- 
tude of Affairs, and much Wine, had impaired - 
his Reaſon, and renderd him franticx; ſo that 
his Actions were inſupportable, and his own Ad- 
mirers grew weary of him. After his Death 
his Head was cut off, and carried up and down 
the Streets on a Lance, and his Body was dragg'd 
thorough the Kennel. Yet the very next Day, 


the Multitude, to ſhew their own Ficklenels, 
took 
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took the dead Body out of a Ditch, where they 
had laid it all Night: 'They waſhed and embalm- 
ed it, and having join'd the Head to it, carried 
it with great Pomp and Solemnity to the princi- 
pal Temple of Naples, attended with Drums and 
Trumpets, and above a thouſand Priefts, with 
Torches in their Hands, a Crown of Gold 
was put on his Head, and a Scepter in his

Veuth, who in Ten Days time. had cauſed ſuch 
a Revolution, as is ſcarce to be parallel'd ; For he 
was an abſolute Monarch, in effect, during that 
Time. And of him it may be faid, as it was 
once of an Emperor, That during his whole Reign, 
there was neither Spring, nor Autumn, nor Vin.

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It is reported here, That Ali, the Sangia Bey 
of Lippa, is taken Priſoner ; and that his Son was 
tormented to Death before his Face, in a manncr 
peculiar to the Invention of the moſt barbarous 
Tyrants: For they cauſed ſharp Thorns to be 

thruſt between his Nails and his Fleſh, which 
creates an intolerable Anguiſh : They laid him 
on a Bed of Iron Spikes, and poured melted 
Lead, Drop by Drop, on all Parts of his Fleſh. 
Then they made a ſmall Fire, and roaſted him 
flowly to Death. If he chanced to groan, or 
make the leaſt Complaint, in the midit of thoſe 
grievous Tortures, they bid him remember the

Thou ſeeſt that Revenge is ſweet, even to thoſe 
who having receiv'd no Injury in their own Per- 
ſons, yet are touched to the Quick, with the Vio- 
lence that is done to another. This will appear 
in the Humour of the 1talians, who profecute 
their Enemies with irreconcileable Hatred and 
Malice, whole Families being often engaged in ex- 
ecuting the Reſentments of two ſingle Perſons, 
who firſt began the Quarrel: But much more 
forceable is this Paſſion in thoſe, who have been 
notoriouſly hurt themſelves. And the Revenge of 
a certain Captain was extravagant; who being in- 
form'd that his General had debauch'd his Wife, 
took an Opportunity to ſingle him out from 
all other Company, pretending to walk in the 
Fields. When he had him there alone, heclapp'd 
a Piſtol to his Breaſt, threatning to kill him 
forthwith, if he moved Hand or Foot. Then he 
upbraided him with what he had done, in ſuch 
Language, as convinced the General, his Life 
was in extreme Danger. Wherefore he humbled 
ns | M 2 himſelf, 


* 
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himſelf, and confeſſed his Crime; begging of the 
Captain to ſpare his Life, and he would prefer 
him forthwith to the beſt Office in the Army, 

next his own. But the furious Ilalian would not 
ſell his Honour ſo cheap. He forced him to deny 
Cod, and utter many Blaſphemies, in hopes of ſa- 
ving his Life: And when he had thus done, the 
Captain ſaid, Now my Revenge is complete, fince J 
ſhall ſend thee Body and Soul to the Devil, With 
that he piſtol'd him. 

But, leaving theſe Infidels to their diabolical 
Paſſions, I am concern'd at the Captivity of thy 
Brother; if it be true which is related here, That 
he was taken in his Return from Canea to Conftan- 
tinople. It will coft the Baſſa of Algiers a thou- 
ſand Crowns to ranſom him. 

Adieu Renarba. And, if thou art defirous to 
raiſe thy ſelf, take that Method which I have 
now propoſed to thee. God be propitious to thy 
Endeavours.

HO wilt fay, The Neapolitans are a 


reſtleſs People, when thou ſhalt know, that 


china have been no leſs than Forty general {z/ur- 


rections in this Kingdom, ſince its firſt Separation 


from the Grecian Empire, whereof it was former- 
ly a Member; and that, in the Space of two 
Years, they have had five , all of different 
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One would have thought, that after the 
Death of Maſanc!/o, the Ring-leader of the late 
Innovation, the popular Heats would have flack- 
en'd, and the People return'd to their Duty ; 
but the paſſionate Deſire of Liberty cauſed them 
to continue in Arms, till the Confirmation of 
their Privileges ſhould conie from the King of 
Spain. . . 

In the mean time, Don John of Auſtria, who 
lay before the City with a Fleet of Fifty Galleous, 
play'd upon them inceſlantly-with his Cannon by 
Sea, and the Caliles batter'd them by Land. 

Cardinal Mazarini, who has the earlieſt Intelli- 
de ice of foreign Tranſations, has had a princi- 
pal Hand in fomenting this Flame. For as ſoon 
as the News of Maſſi anellis Death arrived here he 
diſpatch'd away Couriers to Rome, with Inſtru- 
ctions to the French Embaſſador at that Court, re- 
quiring him to ule all poſſible Means to cheriſh 


the Tummults in Naples, and not neglect ſo fair an 


Opportunity of reducing that Kingdom under the 
Protection of France. | | 5 
It will not appear ſtrange, That this great 
Genius ſhould aim at the Conqueſt of Naples, 
when we conſider, That this - Kingdom abounds 
in all manner of Riches, to which its fortunate 
Situation contributes not a little; for it lies 
In. the moſt temperate Part of the World : 
And the Inhabitants are not ſccond to any Peo- 
ple of Europe, in materia! Courage and Bravery. 
This is a Bait which tempts the Cardinal; who 
is not ignorant how valiantly the Anceſtors of 


the preſent Neapo/itans behaved themſelves in the 


Wars of Cæſar and Pompey, and thoſe between 
the Romans and Carthaginians. Nor are they leſs 
celebrated for the ſtout Reſiſtance they made 
againſt the Hung, Goll, and Vandals. So that 
this Kingdom, were it once brought under the 

| I M. 3 French 
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French Dominions, would prove a Nurſery, from 
whence this Monarch might draw many thou- 
ſands of excellent Soldiers, to ſerve him in his 
Wars. 
Beſides, it would be more commodious for 
him to make Incurſions from hence into the 
Pope's Territories, if there ſhould ariſe any Dif— 
ference between the two Courts: as there often 
do, about the Rights of the Gallican Charch, the 
Franchijes of the Embaſſadors of this Crown in 
Rome, and other Privileges, to which they pre: 
tend. 

Therefore the French Embaſſador, according to 
the Inſtructions of Maggrini, ſent Commiſſioners to 
treat privately with the People of Naples, offering 
them Two Millions of Crowns, Twenty Gal- 
leons, with Eight and fiſty Gallies, and other 
Veſſels. They accepted the Propoſal, being 
weary of the Spaniſh Government, and delirous 
of Novelty, encourag'd alſo by what thoſe Com- 
miſſioners repreſented to them concerning the 
Succeſs of the Eng/i/b, who by ſtanding on their 
Guard, and ufing that Power which God and 
Nityre had given them, for the Defence of 
their Lives and Liberties, were now, in a man- 
ner, become a free People, having aboliſh'd the 
Monarchy, and ſet up a Commonzwealth : And this, 
they told them, Was alſo done by Cardinal Maza- 
7ini's Counſels and Aſſiſtance. Now all the Cry 
in Naples, was, Let France and the People of Eng- 
land fouriſn ; and let the faithful Neapolitans 
alert their wn Liberty. So blind were theſe 
People, as not to conſider, That in putting 
tnemfelves under the Protection of the French, 
they did but exchange one Bondage for ano- 
ther, it being impoſſible for any foreign Prince 
tO keep this Kingdom, and pay all his Officers, 
Civil and Military, together with thoſe under 
their 
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their Commands, with much leſs Charge than 
the Revenues amount to. And the French are as 
good at e new 7 er, "05 any Court in 
Europe. 

However, the Neapolitans were enchanted with 
the Thoughts of fo much Gold, and other Aſii- 
ſtance offer'd by the French Commil goners; and 
ſweeten'd with their fair Words, and glorious 
Promiſes. So that they immediately ſent Depu- 
ties, to entreat the Nuke of Guiſe, who was then 
at Rome, to come and protect them, in taking on 
him the chief Command of their Arms. 

This Prince thinking it a generous Action, to 
relieve the Oppreſed; and, that at the ſame time 
he ſhould do a confderable Service to the King 

of France, in rendering him Maſter of this noble 

and opulent Kingdom, went to Naples: Where, 
at firſt, he was received with infinite Applauſe, 
was made their General, took an Oath of Fide- 
lity to the People, did many notable Services, 
but was in the End betray'd, and ſent Priſoner 
to Spain. 

If the Generoſity and brave Reſolution of this 
Prince, has requir'd Commendation from ſome, in 
attempting to reſcue theſe People from rhe Ty- 
ranny of their Governors, yet his Conduct is 
call'd in Queſtion by others, who ſay, He diſco- 
verd but little Prudence in truſting himſelf to 
the Neapolitans, who had already ſacrificed two 

of their Generals. (For, after the Death of Maſſi- 

anello, they choſe another Captain, whom they 
called the Prince of Maſſa : This Prince falling | 
under their Suſpicion, was beheaded by the ix- 
conſtant People.) 

?Ths certain, That there is little Confirms i to 
be put in the Multitude, whoſe Paſſions ebb and 
flow , and are more tempeſtuous than the Sea. 
Yet a brave and generous Mind will ſnun no

Dangers to ſerve his Prince and his Country; for 
whom it is a glorious Martyrdom to die. There 
is no great Undertaking without Hazards; and 
he that is afraid to venture his Liberty and Life 
in a good Cauſe, is not worthy to bear Arms. 
Had the Dube of Guiſe ſucceeded, his Conqueſt of 
Naples had made him J. cercy of one of the largeſt 
Kingdoms in Europe. It is ſaid to be Five hun- 
cred Leagues in Circuit, containing Twelve am- 
ple Provinces; Twenty Archbiſhopricks; Biſhop- 
ricks, one hundred twenty ſeven ; thirty Caſtles; 
Barons one thouſand four hundred; Earls, fifty 
three; forty Marqueſſes; thirty four Dukes, and 
twenty Frinces. The Inhabitants of this King- 
diom are (aid to be above two Millions. The or- 
dinary Revenues of the King amount to three 
Millions of Crowns yearly, beſides the voluntary 
Donatives which have been given by the Subjects 
of this State to their Kings, within the Space of 
torty Years, amounting to twenty eight Millions, 
and fix hundred thouſand Duckets. This King- 

dom is water'd by a hundred and fifty Rivers, be- 
ſides ten Lakes ſtored with all manner of Fiſh ; 
among which is one called Averno, over which 

if any Birds fly, they immediately drop. down 

dead. The ancient Pagans had ſtrange Opinions 
of this Lake, it being the Place where they uſed to 
 facrifice Men to the 7n/erna/ Gods, And, hard by, 
is the Cave of one of the Si. 

There are thirty high Mountains in this Coun- 
try, of which Adonai relates many ſtrange and 
delightful Paſſages, (for tis from him J received 
this Account of the Kingdom.) I will not trou-

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He ſays, That the Bodies of the three young 
Hebrews, who were put into the burning Oven

H OU to whom the Tues of Parad, 1 are 
revealed, and the Road of the Angels when 
they come down and go up through the Seren 
Heavens! Thou that can'ſt marſhal the Hoſt of the 
Stars, and underſtandeſt the Diſcipline of the Ar- 
mies living and ſtrong, the Orders of the Poten- 
tates encamp'd in the Fields of Light, the dome- 
Blick Guards of the Throne, bleſſed for ever; tell 
me the Age of the World, and declare the Begin- 
ning of Time. Reſolve me, Whether this mighty 
Fabrick be but of Yeſterday, that is, of Five or 
fix thouſand Years ſtanding, as the Fews and Chri- 
ſtians ſay 3 or, Whether the Years of its Duration 
be not paſt a Calcule. 
The Viſions of thy Progenitor, the Licutenant to 
the Seat of God, are extant in the Jrabick Tongue 
In them it is written, My Soul on a ſudden became 
_ as though'it had Wings; and Spirit enter'd me, and 
a ſubtil Wind lifted meup to the Top of Mount Uriel, 
ꝛobere I beheld marvellous Things. Ilocged behind 5 
me, and ſaw the Ages that were paſt; and lo, they 
ere witbout N. Te, G7 r Begi, ming. Ibeheld the 


fear : 
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feur Seaſons of the Year, ever returning at their 
accuſtom'd Time, and the Sun forſook not his Courſe, 
for a thouſand thouſand Generations. I counted 2 
Million of Ages, and yet there appeared not an 
Hour, wherein Darkneſs had poſſeſs'd the Abyſs 
of Mutter, or wherein the endleſs Firmament was 
not illuminated by the Moon and Stars. Whilſt I 
conſiaer'd theſe Things, a Liquor was given me to 
arink by an unknown Hand, it was of the Colour 
of Amber ; when I had taſted it, I felt a mar- 
wellous Force in my Body, and my Eyes were more 
piercing than an Eagle's.

Having heard 
this, J found myſelf in a Moment on the Earth, 
rohich bad before feen afar off; then 1 knew.

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I do not rehearſe this Yifon to teach thee any 
new Thing, venerable Preſident of the Souther 
Sages, (for, I know, the Archives of thy KA 
are repleniſh'd with all manner of excellent 
 Treatiſes, and that thou art no Stranger to the 
Writings of the Prophets) but to crave thy Inter- 

pretation of ſo great a My/tery, and to reaſon with 
thee about the Morld's Duration. My Satisfaction 
would be ſmall, in contemplating the various 
Beauties of the Univerſe, the Qualities of the 
Elements, the Natures of living Things, the 
Virtues of Plants and Minerals, with the Force 
of the Heavenſy Bodies, were I aſſured that 
theſe Things were not always fo. That Thought 
would damp my greateſt Enjoyments, if I were 
convinc'd, That ſo many Splendors, Riches and 
Pleaſures, as this Viſible Frame affords, were not 
diſcloſed for Millions of Ages, but lay hid in the 
Boſom of Eternity. Methinks it is too low an 
Opinion of the Omnipetent Googneſs, and looks 
as if the Authors of it ſuſpeted God of Envy: 

Who when he might have made infinite Ayriads 
of Creatures happy, in theſe viſible Emanations 
of his Dioinity, without either Beginning or End- 

ing of Time; yet, according to their Doctrine, 
contented himſelf, to let only a determinate 
Number taſte of his Munificence, for a few Cen- 
{uries of Years. This is not ſuitable to the Chara- 
cter of that inte Being, the eternal Source of all 
Perfe: Zion,. 

What then is meant by thoſe Four Hoes, and 
the Four Species of Beings, which were ſhew'd to 
the exalted of Gad in that Holy Viſion; Tell me, 

great Light of Africh, Is it repugnant to Reaſon 
o Faith, to believe, That the Earth has been 
inhabited from Eternity; ſince our holy Doctors 
teach us, that it was peopled long before the 
Creation of Adam ? No Ma Hal nen, That has ever 
| gone 


gone the /acred Pilgrimage, but has viſited Mount 


Araſfa, where Adam firſt law Eve his Wife. Where | 


he has been inſtructed in the Hiſtory of that fir/? 
Father of Mankind; and how that before his 
Time the Earth was inhabited by Angels, who 
being commanded to adore Adam, refuſed it, 
and were turn'd to Devils, being expelPd from 
the Earth. Thou knoweſt morcover, That it is 
in the /acred Traditions, That God gave to Adam 
a Wife, whoſe Name was Alileth; but that ſhe, 
being of the Race of theſe Devils, refuſed to 

obey Adam Whence it came to paſs, that they 


lived in continual Quarrels and Rami ity, for the 


Space of Five Hundred Years ; till at length Ali- 
leth flew up into the Air, and abandon'd her 
Huſband Of which, when Adem complain d to 
God, he ſent Three mighty Angel, in Purſuit of 
her, commanding them to tell her, That if ſhe 

would return to her Huſband, it ſhould go well 
with her; but if ſhe would not, a Hundred of her 
Children ſhould die every Day. The Angels fol- 
low'd her, and over-tool: her on the Re J Sea z 
Where they threaten'd to drown her, unleſs ſhe 
would return to her Huſband. Bat he made 
Excuſes, and told them, She was created ko aeftroy 
young Children. Then the Angels laid Hands on 


her; when ſhe, to pacify them, ſwore by the 


Bottom of Hell, That whenſoever the Names of 
them Three ſhould be written on any Schedule, 
that ſhe ſhould have no Power to hurt the Infants; 
they diſmiſsd her. After this, God compaſſiona- 
ting Adam's Solitude, gave him another Wife, 
call'd Eve. 

This Tradition confirms the 7. Hon of the Pro- 
phet , and we need not doubt, that the Earth 
was inhabited before Adam's Time: And if that 
be granted, Why might it not be peopled for 
Millions of Ages, as well as for the ſimalleſt

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Term that Ignorance or Error may aſſign to its 

Duration ? 
I have diſcourſed with ſeveral of the Jewiſh 
Rabbis, and Chriftian Doctors, on this Subject, 
Men of abſtruſe Learning and ſublime Thoughts; 
yet J can find but a few, who are emancipated 
from the Prejudices of a ſuperſtitious Education. 
They have been, from their Infancy, prepoſſeſs d 
with a falſe Notion of the Works of God; be- 
lieving them to be Finite, both in Extent of 
Space and 7ime. They circumſcribe this 2/6 
World, within I know not what flaming Circle; 
and believe the 5 Matter itſelf, to be but Five 
Days older than Adam, taking each of thoſe 
Days for the Space of Four and twenty. Hours, 
wherein the Sun finiſhes his diurnal Circuit 
through the Heavens. They conſider not that, 
according to their own Bible, there was Light and 
Darkneſs, and conſequently Day and Night, before 
the San was created. But how long thoſe Days 
and Nights were, is not determin'd by Mefes : Yet 
in another Part of their Bible, it is ſaid, That a 
Day with God is a Thouſand Tears; and a Thoujand 
Tears is a Day. So that, according to this Inter- 
pretation, Adam was not created till above Five 
thouſand Years after the Beginning of the World: 
Yet when I bring this poſitive Place of their own 
_ Scripture againſt the Nazarene Sages, they ſliuffle 
it off with empty Evaſions, and rather, than be- 
lieve the indefinite Antiquity of the World, they 
contradict their own Senſe and Reaſon, invalidate 
the Teffimony of a Prophet, deny their Faith, 
and appear unmaſk'd Iii dels. 

Both hey and the Fews have corrupted the 
Truth with many Errors; and we mult ſeek 
farther, for the original Science of Nature. The 
Illuminated of Gd have always taught, That 
the Earth was inhabited long before the Ap- 

romance: 
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pearance of Adam. And all the Eaſtern Sages 
believe a Series of Generations to have dwelt on 
this Globe, for indeterminate Ages. 
I have a Brother lately come from the Indies : 
He relates ſtrange Things of certain Books, which 
are only in the Hands of the Brachmans. They 
are written in a Language, which none underſtand 
but theſe Prieſts; yet a Language as copious as 
any other, and taught in their Co//eges by Rate. 
Theſe Books contain a Hiftory of the World, which, 
they ſay, 1s above Thirty Millions of Years old. 
They divide the Term of its Duration into four 
Ages; three of which, they ſay, are already paſt, 
and a good Part of the Fourth. Now I would 
fain know, Who wrote theſe Boks; and at what 
Time, and where this Language was ſpoken ? 
They call it the Holy Language; ſaying, That it 
was the f ſpoken on Earth. It is ſtrange, That 
no Hiftory ſhould mention ſo Divine a Speech, 
We have the Chronology of the Latin and Greeb ; 
and can give an Aceount when and where they 
were {poken, though they are now grown obſo- 
lete, and no otherwiſe to be learn'd, but in the 
Schools and Academies. This argues the Antiquity 
of the Bramins Language and Books, in regard 
they fall not within any other Record, fave their 
_ own, which ſays, They are as old as the World. 
For if this Aſſertion were falſe, the Impoſture 
would have been diſcover'd as {oon as broach'd, 
and the learned Sages of the Eaſt would quickly 
have diſprov'd ſo manifeſt a Lye. There ſeems 
to me ſomething extraordinary in this Pretenſion 
of theſe Indian Philoſophers, and I would glad- 
ly be convinced of the Truth. Methinks it is 
an illuſtrious Idea of the Divine Perfections, when 
one conceives all this vaſt and endleſs Concatena- 
tion of Beings, to flow from the Eternal Nature, 
a8 Rays from the Sun: And that they can ng 
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more be ſeparated from it, than thoſe Beams can 
from that vibe Fountain of Light. It will not 
be difficult then to interpret the Hi/fory of Maſes, 
by this Regiſter of the Bramins, and reconcile the 
fix Days of the one, with the h Ages of the o. 
ther; ſince a Day, in the Divine Senſe, m may a- 
mount to Millions of Years, as well as to a Thou 
ſand. And it will be more congruous and agree- 
able to believe, That after the Birth of the 7 
Matter, there elaps'd many Apes, before it was 
wrought into ſuch an infinite Variety of Appea- 
rances, as we now behold ; and that the fire 
Days which Maſes computes, before the Production 
of Adam, might be ſome Millions of Fears: In 
which time, the diene Architect gradually drew 
from the 4535/5 of Matter, the Sun, Moon, St Lars, 
Plants and Animals, which may ſerve alſo to illu- 
ſtrate the V of the boly Anceſtor, with which I 
begun this D://courſe. | 
Adieu, Javlime Inte, gende of the Torrid Z. ine, 
and favour Mavmut with a Tranſeripe"of thy 
Thoughts concerning theſe Things. But if thy 
Silence ſhall condemn my Preſumptions and Im- 
portunity, I. il Wait fer thy Answer, till the Pla- 
tronic Year, when, according to the DeFrine of 
that Philiſopher, we ſhall all be alive again.

| terminate them. 

The French are very licentious in their Con- 
gueſts ; neither ſparing Men in their Anger, nor 
Women in their Luſt. They make no Difference 
between the Noe and the Vulgar, but ſacrifice all 
the Regards of Honour and Civility to their im- 
petuous Appetites. 

They were guilty of innumerable Rapes and 
Violences in Sicily among the meaner People, 
and ſometimes extended their Rudeneſs to Per- 
ſons of the % Quality. It was common for 
them to affront both Virgins and Matrons as they. 
went along the Streets, by thruſting their Hands 
under their Garments, under Pretence of ſearching 
for hidden Arms. Among the reft, the Wife of 
a certain Lord in Palermo, going to pay her De- 
votions at the Temple, was ſeiz d by the Com- 
mand of the Captain of the G,, and ftripp'd 

naked 
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naked before all the Soldiers, in order to diſco- 
ver certain treaſonable Papers, which they ſuſ- 


pected ſhe carried about her; but finding none, 
| ſhe upbraided the Captain with Inhumanity, in 


offering fo groſs an Aﬀront to a Lady of her Rank. 
He ſeeming to be ſorry for the Indignity ſhe had 
receiv'd, begg'd her Pardon, and retiring with 
his Soldiers out of the Room where ſhe was, 
left her to put on her Apparel. In the mean 


while he was enflamed with a furious Paſhon 


for this Lady, the being very beautiful ; ) and 


having ſent the Soldiers away, he return'd to the 


Room where ſhe was: He addreſs'd her with 
much Courtſhip; but finding that ineffectual, he 
forced her. | 


When this was made known to her Huſband, 


he burn'd with Deſire of Revenge: And ſtirring 


up all the Sicilian Nobles and People, it was pri- 
vately agreed between them, That on a certain 
Feſtival, when the Bells ſhould toll to Even- Song, 
all the Sicilians ſhould take Arms, and maſlacre 
the French throughout the and.

I forgot to acquaint thee in my laſt, with a 


Villainy which was diſcover'd in the late Tumults 


of Naples. As they were marching up and down 
the Streets, burning the Cu/lom-Houſes, and the 


 Habitations of thoſe who had been concerned in 
gathering the Taxes, they enter'd the Houſe of a 


certain Notary or publick Scribe of that City, who 
had been repreſented to them, as a Promoter of 
thoſe unreaſonable Impoſitions: They ſeized on the 


Man, and began to carry his Goods out into the 
Street, in order to be burnt : But as they were 
rummaging in an Apartment which was towards 


the Gardens, they heard a great Shrieking,

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of Women affrighted ; and perceiving the Voice 
to proceed from within a Wall in the Room 
where they were, they ſearch'd about for a Door 
to enter into that Place, but finding none, they 
broke through the Wall; where they found two 
Women, with their Hair hanging down to their 
Ankles, and their Nails grown like the Talons of 
an Eagle. Enquiring of them how long they had 

been there, and on what Occaſion. The eldeſt of 
the Women made this Anſwer : The Maſter of this 
Huouſe is my own Brother, who, when my Father 
died, was entruſted by him to pay me Six hundred 
Ducttets, which he bequeathed me as a Legacy for 
my Maintenance, my Huſband being dead: But my 
Brother, inſtead of doing me this Juſtice, immured 
both me and my Daughter, whom you ſee here, be- 
teen theſe Walls, where we have lived theſeSeven- 
teen Years, being allow'd by this cruel Man, no other 
Ford but Bread and Water. | 
| The People, incenſed above Meaſure, at ſo bar- 
barous a Cruelty, hang'd up the Netary, and gave 
all his Eſtate to this Widow and her Daughter. 
An exemplary Piece of Fuſtice, perform'd by Mu- 
tineers, Which could not have been done by the 
Law, the Crime not reaching his Life; tho' in 
the Senſe of all Men, he merited Death. This is 
another Argument, That De/iny had a Hand in this 
a HH and that Ma/fanells the Fi * 
was the Executioner of God. 

I obey thee, ſovereign Pre/ate, with an uncon- 
ditional Devotion, and revere the Idea of thy Sau- 
ity: Vouchſafe to pray for Mahmut, That whilſt 
he condemns the barbarous Cruelt ies of the Na ga- 


renes, he may not render himſelf inexcuſable, by 
doing any Injuſtice himſelf.

HE Arabian Proverb ſays, There is more 
Danger to be fear'd from one of the Coreis 

thes from a thouſand Bobecks. Thou knoweſt, 
both theſe were noble Familics in Mecca, FO 
{worn Enemies of the M-/enger of God: But the 
latter, as their Name imports, were too open in 
their Councils, to do any conſiderable Execution 
againſt the Holy ene: Whereas the former were 
always reſerved, and laying of ſecret Trains. 
Such is Cardinal Mazarini, the hidden Enemy 
of the Ottoman Empire. There ſeems to be an 
Ambition in this great Genizs, equal to that of 
his Predeceſſor Richlieu; who would be eſteem'd 
the moſt eminent among Men. Nothing will ſa- 
tisfy this Miniſter, leſs than a Subverſion of all 
the Monarchies on Earth, which appear Obſtacles _ 
of that Grandeur, to which he deſigns to raiſe his 
Maſter. Yet he attempts not this by open Force, 
knowing that is impracticable: but acts in the 
Dark, ſtriving to undermine thoſe States by [n- 
trigue, which he cannot ſubdue by Arms. He 
has his Agents in all the Courts of Chriftendem ; 
and thou needeſt not ſtartle, if I tell thee there 
is Ground to ſuſpect, he is not without his Crea- 
tures at the ſubline Port. All Europe is ſenſible, 
That the late Revolutions in Portugal and Catalonia, 
the Igſurrections in Sicily and Naples, and the Re- 
bellion of the Engliſh, Scots, and Iriſb, are in part 
owing to the Policies of this Miniſter: And I can

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O min the Dwarf, who fill retains his good In- 
clinations to the /u6/i7e Port, finds an unſuſpeR- 
ed Acceſs to all the Grandecs, to whom the ſmall- 
neſs of his Bulk and Stature, affords no ſmall Di- 
vertiſement.

Tools, and abſcond under the Tab/e. Yet he re- 
member'd ſome of the Contents of that Letter,

But theſe are ſufficient 
to demonſtrate, how buſy the Cardinal is, and 
what a Hand he has in foreign Affairs. 


Another Opportunity, J hope, will bring to 
Light more of this Miniſter's Secrets, en

0 H E oftner I peruſe the Journal of thy 


Travels, the more I am delighted with it. 


For it is evident, That the Countries through 


which thou haſt paſs'd, have been as ſo many 


Schools of Wi iſdom to thee; wherein thou haſt” 


learn'd, even from Mens Fires, the Way to Per- 
fection; much more from their Vertues Thou haſt 


found, That though Mens natural Diſpoſitions dit— 
fer, as do the Climates, which afford them Breath; 
yet they all agree in common Frailties. There are 


alſo Fices peculiar to certain Cauntries; twere to 


be wiſhed they could be match'd with as many u- 


tional Virtues. But Human Nature is a rank Soil, 


more fertile in Needs, than wholeſome Products. 
Yet there are Gardens, as well as Deſarts: And 

thou haſt obſerved ſome Perſons, illuſtrious for 
their Goodneſs, and the noble Endowments of 


their Minds. 


I am extreamly pleaſed with that rare Example 


of Generolity, which thou relateit of an Inlian 


Merchant; who, not content to give Alms to all 
that aſfèed him, or whom he knew to be poor, 
fought daily Occaſions to exerciſe his Charity, 
hunted out the Indigent and Unfortunate : And 


where-ever he dil veel the Lineaments of Po- 


verty in a Man's Face, or traced Footſteps of it 
in his Behaviour, he could not reſt *ti!l he had 


relieved his Wants, and made him happy to his 
very Wiſhes. I tell thee, Poverty is a Hell upon 


Earth; and he that, has this Curſe, anticipates 
the Torments of the Damir'd. It eclipſes the 


brightelt Vurtnes and is the very Sepulchre of 
brave 
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brave Deſigns: depriving a Man of the Means 
to accompliſh, what Nature has fitted him for, 
and ſtifling the nobleſt Thoughts in their Embryo. 
How many illuſtrious Souls may be ſaid to have 
been dead among the Living, or buried alive in 
the Obſcurity of their Condition, whoſe Perfe- 
ctions have rendred them the Darlings of Provi- 
dence, and Companions of Angels; yet the inſupe- 
rable Penury of all Things, has rank'd them a- 
mong the Caſt- atvays of the Earth, in the Eyes 
of Men? To ſuch as theſe, our Divine Lato-giver 
commands us to extend our Charity, giving us 
certain Characters and Marks, by which we ma 
diſtinguiſh them from the Crowd of the Unfor- 
tunate. And, I like the Indian's Bounty the bet- 
ter, in thet he ſo exactly ſeems to comply with 
this Precept of the Alcoran, generouſly prevent- 
ing the Requeſts of the Indigent, and by an Ex- 
ceſs of Benignity, courting them to accept of 
Relief. In this he alſo veriſies the Arabian Pro- 
verb, which ſays, He gives double, who gives un- 
aſe'd. 5 . 

To commendeſt the Induſtry of the Chief, 
the Advances they have made in Arts and Scien- 
ces, which, thou concludeſt, is to be attributed 
to the Force of their Laws, which oblige the 
Son to follow his Father's Trade, throughout 
all Generations. In this I muſt diſſent; for, it 
ſeems rather a Curb, than a Spur to Ingenuity, 
to be confin'd to Employments, for which a 
Man may have an Averſion. The Son not ſeldom 
abhorring thoſe Things, wherein his Parents 
took Delight. Or, if not ſo, yet he may be 
calt in a finer Mold, have a more ſubtle Inven- 
tion; and conſequently, be capable of making 
greater Improvements, in any Trade of his own 
Choice : Since, Delight ſets an Edge on the 
Mind, gives Vigour to . Body, and adds Wings 
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to Buſineſs. Beſides, I do not think this to be 


ſo much thy own Remark, as the Inſinuation of 


ſome of that Country, who are the moſt con- 
ceited People in the World; ever extolling their 
own Policy, Laws and Governments; and 1mpo- 
ſing them as a Pattern to all other Nations. 

One thing 1 grant they boaſt of with a great 
deal of Truth, that is, their Antiquity and un- 


mix'd Race. Though ſince the Congueſi the 


Tartars have made of that Country, they are 


like to undergo the Fate of other Nations, and 


corrupt their Genealogie. with the Blood of Seran. 
gers. 

Thou cameſt away before that Conqueſt was 
begun, or, perhaps, before *twas talk'd of. And 
I can give thee but a very imperfect Account of 


it. All the Intelligence we have from that King- 


dom of late, comes in Fragments: For the Ships 


which bring this ſhatter'd News, left China in 


an Uproar and Confuſion: Only they aſſure us, 
That the Tartars had paſſed the celebrated Wall, 
which divides them from C-57/za: That they en- 


ter'd and ſubdued the Northern Provinces, with 


an Army of Six hundred thouſand Men. That 
very little Reſiſtance was made againit them, not 
even in Peguin itſelf, the capital Scat of the 
_ Chineſe Empire, which the UVlurper Lycangs had 
abandon'd to the Conguerors, carrying away with 
him all the ineſtimable Treaſures of the Palace, 
and retiring into one of the remote Provinces, 
was never heard of afterwards. Whence it was 
_ Judged, that ſome of his own Party had murder“! 


him; partly for the ſake of his prodigious Wealth, 


which they ſhared among them; and partly to 
revenge his Treaſon againſt the Emperor, and tlic 
innumerable Calamities he had brongit upon his 
Country.

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Before thoſe Merchants came away, the Char: 
of Tartary was proclaimed in Peguin, and crown'd

This is the beſt Account we yet have of the

We muſt not ſeek for the Originals of any: 


People in the Country where they dwell. The 


moſt renowned Kingdoms and Empires in the 
World, had their firſt Foundations laid by Vaga- 
bonds and Fugitives. Thou art not ignorant how 
vaſt an Extent the ancient Roman Empire had 


through Aſia, Africa and Europe; yet that City, 
which was call'd the Miſtreſs of Nations, the Go- 


verneſs of the whole Earth, was firit built by a 
handful of Banditti, People who lived by Pillage 


and Robbery, the Out-Laws and Scum of Ita- 


ly, aſſembled together from divers Parts, under 
the Conduct of Romulus and Rhemus. Neither 
had that City proved any better than a Sepul- 


chre to them and their Deſigns, had they not, 


by a witty Stratagem, over-reachd the Sabine 
Women, and fo ſecured to themſelves a Poſte- 
rity, who ſhould not only defend, but enlarge 
the Dominions of their Fathers: Yet theſe Peo- 
ple, of ſo obſcure and confuſed an Original, at- 


terwards boaſted of the Antiquity and noble 


Deſcent of their Families. No Name more 
venerable in ſucceeding Ages than that of a 


Roman,

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To look no farther than the great and formi- 


dable Empire of the Oſnans, we ſhall find it took 


its firſt Riſe from Colonies of tranſplanted Scythi- 
ans; ſo that he that would have the Genealogy 
of a Turk, mult look in the Regiſters of Greece, 


where they now live, but muſt carry his Search 


beyond the Mountain Caucaſus, examine the Bor- 


ders of Palus Mevtis, or hunt his Pedigree out in 
Cher ſoneſus. What Revolutions have not happen'd 
in 71 and Affich, ſince the ¶Mhumption of the 


Meſſenger of God into Paradiſe? Where ſhall we 


now find any Remains of the ancient Saracens 


or Marmalukes ? The mighty Empire of the Otto- 


mans has ſwallow'd up all. Thus one Nation ex- 


pels another, and, there is ſo general a Mixture 
of Foreign Blood, made by the Converſion of in- 
numerable different Nations, to the Mauſpulman 

Faith, that it is hard to know, whether our An. 


ceſtors were Scythians or Parthians, Fews or Greci- 
ans; Whether they were of the Mountains or the 
Valleys, of the Foreſts or the Plains. 50 
In this I will except my Countrymen, the 4ra- 

| dbians, and thoſe who ſeem to approach neareſt 


them in manner of Life, the Tartars; the one 


_ dwelling in Tents, the other in Waggons; both | 
in a moving Poſture ; both happy in this, That 


they are not confin'd to the Rigors of a cold Win- 
ter, nor the ſcorching Heats of the Sammer; but 


change their Soil and Climate, as the Seaſon of 


the Vear varies: Thus, ever ſecuring to themſelves 
in all Places, either a blooming flow'ry Spring, or 
a moderate and fruitful Autumn. Theſe were 

never ſubdued, nor expelled thoſe Regions where- 
in they take Delight, neither would they ever 


mix with Strangers. But, the Chine/e would ex-

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The French ſay, That theſe People had the Uſe 
of Guns and Printing, many Hundreds of Years 
before they were found out in Europe. But the 
Germans claim the Honour of thele Invention: to 
themſelves. 

Thou confirmeſt the Opinion of the former, 1 in 
telling me, Thou haſt ſeen ſome of the Cannon 
belonging to the City of Peguin, on which was 
engraven, in Chineſe Characters, a Regiſter of their 
Age, which was above T'wo thouſand Years. 

I had a great deal more to ſay, dear Pefe/:, but 


the Paſt calls on me to haſten; beſides, an ex- 


treme Dulneſs and Languiſhing of my Spirits, 
with which J have been perſecuted, ever ſince 
this Maon firſt ſhewed her Creſc ert: Now ſhe is in 


the Ware, and ſo, J hope, is my Malady. The In- 


fluence this Planet ſeems to have on me, may 
make thee conclude me a Lunatich: We are all 
ſo, in one Degree or other. There are not more

HR Duke of Chaſtillon arrived here fir 


Days ago, from the Army in Flanders, 


bringing News of a ſignal Victory obtain'd by 


the young Prince of Conde, on the Plains oi 
Lens. This Battle was fought on the z0th of 


the laſt Moon, the French having entirely routed 


the Spaniards, killd Three thouſand of them on 
the Spot, taken Six thouiand Priſoners, with all 
their Artillery and Baggage. And, to crown the 
Day, they have taken Lens alſo. 
But though Fortune thus favours their Arms 
abroad, ſhe has mix'd Poiſon with their Cours 


ſels at home. All Things here ſeem to portend 
a Civil War: The Parliament thwart the Pro- 


ceedings of the Court, taking on them the Power 


of the ancient Spartan Ephori: They will be 


Comptrollers of the Regal Authority, ſuppreſſing 


the King's £415, calling his Expences to ac- 
count; and, pretending to reform the Court, they 


play the Pedagegues with their Sovereign. On the 
other fide, Cardinal Matarini, the Duke of Or- 


leans, and other Grandes, do their utmoſt En- 


deavours to diſſolve the Meetings of this Senate. 


They perſuade the young King, That it is but 


a precarious Reign, where the Sorereign mult be 


curb'd by his Sy4jefs: Thus they inſtil into his 
tender Years, thoſe Maxims by which they would 
have him rule, when he comes of Age. 

There is a Man in the Parliament whom they 


call Menfieur Brnfſols, one of their great Counle!- 


lors, a bitter Enemy of Cardinal Mazarini, and

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is. of a furious Temper, and mean Abilities; vet 
his noiſy Zeal for the pub/ick Liberty, has faſten'd 
to him the 24/gar: He is become the Ring lo. 42 
of the Seditious. 

This Man was ſeiz'd as he return'd from he 
chief Temple, where Te Deum was ſung Yeilcr- 
day, for the late Victory in T/anders: And fome 
are of Opinion, That'twas this happy News wlüch 
embolden'd the Court to ſnatch from the People 
their Darling, their Idul, the Man from whnts 
Courage they expect a Redrels of all their Grie- 


vances. Indeed, one may ſay, It would ſeem - 


ſafer for a Traveller in the Deſarts of Aratin, 
to tear from a Lioneſs her young one: For, the 
Heads of the Faction waited but for ſuch an Op- 


portunity to ſet all ina Flame. And the ill Suc- 


ceſs of the Court in this Action, ſhews, That it 
is dangerous to provoke the Mutitude: For pre- 
ſently we were all in Confuſion, the Bargefes in 
Arms, the Shops ſhut up, the Streets chain's; 
and all the Avenues of the Palace barricado'd. 
The Rabble marched up and down the Streets, 
threatning Deſtruction to Cardinal Mazarini, and 
all his Party.

ing made the Porters of the Rabble. Ard the 
young Monarch, incenſed to fee his native Loyalty 
thus prophaned by his Su9je#s, bent his Brows; 


and caſting a Look, divided betwixt Majeſty | 


and Diidain, on the Senators, utter'd theſe 
N 4 words ; 
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Words, Sirs! Shall it always be a Cuſtom, thus 
0 molef? the Minority of your Kings? Or do you 
think our tender Years intapable of the common Senſe 
of other Mortals, that you preſume thus inſolently to 
invade our Rights? Aeccuſe not the Multitude, nor 
make them an Unbrage ts your Sedition: I know 
the Authors of theſe Tumults, and jhall find a Time 
10 make them feel the Weight of my Diſpleaſure: 
Think not I wear this Sword only for Orna- 
ment lay ing his Hand hercely on his Hilt J or, 
That the Blood of my Renowned Anceſtors, is grown 
degenerate, or turned to Lees within my Veins. Go 
tell your factious Comrades, there fits this Day upon 
tbe Throne of France a King, who though he's 
young, yet has a Spirit and Memory which will out- 
44ſt bis Pupillage. With that he commanded them 
out of his Sight. 
Vet notwithſtanding this, the People threatned 
to bring their Darling away by Force, if he were 
not releaſed in two Hours. | 
There were above a Hundred Thouſand of 

them in Arms, and it might have proved a dan- 
gerous Inſurrectian. But, the Queen, at the ſe- 


cond return to the Sezators, hearkning to the 


Advice of Mazarini, and the Duke of Orleans, 
and remembring the late dreadful Effects of 
Maſſianellos Tumult in Naples, releas'd the Pri- 
ſoner; who was conducted home laſt Night 
in Triumph, by an infinite Crowd of People, 
Who filled the Air with Shouts and Ac clama- 
tions. 
It is diſcourſed here, That the Prince of Conde 
will ſpeedily return to Paris: From, whom both 
the Court and the Faction, promiſe themſelves new 
Grounds of Triumph. | 
During theſe Commotions, Mabmut fails not 
to act his Part, being at no ſmall Expence 
to maintain a certain Number of Strangers, 
whoſe 
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whoſe whole Dependence is on me: Theſe I in- 
ſtruct to mix themſelves with the Ralle, to in- 
ſinuate into them hateful Notions of Cardinal Ma- 
Zarini and the Court. They buz up and down 
the City, like Flies in this hot Seaſon, and ſting 

the Mu/titude to Fury with their Stories. I ſpare 
no Coſt to procure the Cardinals Ruin: That 
pernicious Wit comes not ſhort of his Predeceſſor 
Richlieu, being as active in embroiling foreign 
States; Witneſs the Revolutions of Portugal, Ca- 
talonia, England and Naples ; (in all which he 
had a principal Hand) and is ever projecting, 
How to aggrandize his Mater. And the uni- 
verſal Succeſs of the French Arms in Germany, 
Flanders, Italy, and Spain, has left them nothing 
worth a 'Thought, but the Deſtruction of the 
Oman Empire. : 
Eliachim brings me News every Hou, how my 
Myrmidons ſucceed; for he acts abroad in the 
Streets while I keep my Chamber, during the 
Tumults, being of Demoſthenes's Mind, who, 
when the Athenians were in an Uproar, took 
Sanctuary in the Temple of Pallas, and proſtrating 
himſelf before the Altar of the Goddeſs, utter d 
theſe Words; O Pallas, { fly to thee for Protec- 
tien; defend me from Ignorance, Envy, and In- 
conſtancy ; for I love not the Society of the Owl, 
tbe Dragon, and the People. 

Yet, whether in my Chamber or Abroad, be 
afſured, Illuſtrious Prefect of the Imperial City, 
That Mahmut divides his Time between the 
Viws he makes, and the Services he dee for the 
Grand Signior.

; T IS Court is now in Mourning "Me the 
Death of Uladi/iaus, late King of Poland; 
whilſt the Paliticians are canvaling the next E- 
lection. Thoſe, who fide with the Hox/e of Au- 
ſtria favour the Succeſſion of Prince Charles; but 
the French are for Caſimir, their former Priſoner. 
The Duke of Bavara is alſo dead. They fay 
he died of Grief, to ſee his Country expoſed to 
the Inſults of a #4Forinus Enemy; for all his foi ces 
were entirely defeated. 
The Prince of Conde has taken Ipre in Flan. 
ders; and the Arch-Duke of Auſtria has render'd _ 
himſelf Maſter of Courtray, without drawing 4 
Sword, or firing a Gun: The Mareſchal de Rant- 
Zau has made an unhappy Attempt to ſurprize 
Oſtend, a Sea-Town in Flanders. For, carrying 
his Forces by Water, as ſoon as he had landed his 
Men, a Tempeſt aroſe, and drove all his Ships 
aut to Sea: So that, being encompaſſed by a nu- 
merous Army of his Enemies, and having no 
Way to eſcape, he and all his Troops were made 
Priſoners. | 
From the Sea we have Advice: That there has 
been a Combat between the Duke of Rich/ien, 
Commander of the Naval Forces ſent to aſſiſt the 
Neapolitan Revolters, and Don Fobn of Auftria, Aa-

Aſſault, where the Souldiers found a Booty of 
above Fifteen hundred thouſand Lipres. | 
A Courier is come from Swede/and, who brings 
an Account of a late formidable Conſpiracy in 
Ruſſia, againſt the Life of the Czar. The great- 
eſt Part of the Myu/covite Grandees were concern'd 
in this Plot, deſigning to change the Form of 
Government, and divide that mighty Empire into 
ſeveral Principalities, whereof every one of the 
Con/pirators ſhould have a Share.

T length the Deputies of the Nazarene Prin- 
ces at Munſter have concluded a Peace:

This Treaty was ſign'd the 2.4th of the laſt Myon, 
when all farther Hoſtilities ceas'd on all Sides, ex- 
cept on the Parts of Fance and Spain, whole Quar- 
rel could by no means be adjuſted, in this gener. al 
Agreement of Chriftendom. 
Thou haſt by this time heard # the late Tu- 
mults and Emotions in this City; the Diſaffecti- 
en between the Court and Parliament, with the 
ſhort Siege of Paris.

encourages them to vie with the Court: The 


Merchants live like petty King,: Abundance of 
Gold fills them with Pride and Ambition. Whiltt 
the Court, in the mean time, are cloſe and re- 
ſerv'd, projecting how to deſtroy the Faction, and 
aſſert the regal Authority. The Queen Regent is 
reſolute and ſevere, yet ſuffers her {elf to be mol- 
lify'd with the milder Counſcls of Cardinal FE 
Zarini, and the Duke of Orleans. 
In the Beginning of this Reign, I gave an Ac- 
count ta the nous qua of the Port, of the Duke of 
| : Beaufort's 
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Beaufort's Impriſonment in the Caſile of the Nod 
of Vinciennes, which is one of the King Palaces: 
This Prince is now eſcap'd from his Confinement, 
and come into the City: The Factious cry him up 
for a Patriot, and are reſolved to protect him with 
their Lives and Fortunes.

I AM not ſurpriz'd at the News of Sultan Ibra- 
I in's being depoſed and ſtrangled. Tis but 


what I have for a long time fear d: Theſe reſtleſs 


Fanizaries will ruin the Ottoman Empire. Neither 
am I ſtartled to hear that his Mother was acceſſary 
to his Fall, having a double Motive, Ambition and 


Revenge, to induce her Conſent. She always af- 
fected to rule; and therefore, could not brook the 


Sultan's reſolute Management of Affairs, without 


following her Advice. Beſides, ſhe could not eafily 


forget her Diſgrace and Confinement on the ac- 


. 
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But I am aftoniſh'd and vex'd to hear, that 
the Mufti ſhould be concern'd in ſo Z/ach a 
Tragedy. How ſhall we have the Confidence 
hereafter, to reproach the Chriſtians with their 
frequent Trea/ons and Murdering of their Kings; 
ſince it will be eaſy for them to retort, That the 
ſupreme Patriarch of our Law has enterd into 
the Secret of Rebels, conſpired the Death of his 
Sovereign, and cauſed him to be gepoſed and 
ſtrangled ? „ 
As for the Aga of the Fanizaries, I ſuppoſe 
him rather over-aw'd into the Conſpiracy, by the 
forcible Reaſons and elegant Parole of the Mufti, 
than any ways voluntarily engaging himſelf in 
Crimes, to which he ſeems to have no Inclina- 
tion. Beſides, he could not refuſe to make one 
in the Party, after it had once been propoſed to 
him; unleſs he were reſolv'd to be the firit Viaim 
of their Jealouſy, and be murder'd himſelf, to 
prevent the Diſcovery of the reſt.

Much leſs can J approve their Impiety, in de- 
faming him now he is dead Neither can I in 
Conſcience comply with the Injunctions of the 
Mufti, who has commanded me, in a Letter, to 
ſpread an ill Character of Stan Ibrahim, among 
the Chriſtians, that ſo his own Proceedings 
may appear juſt Tis true, I owe _—_— 
5 5 | | the 
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the Authority of this /overeign Guide of true Be 
lievers; yet I muſt not, to pay this Debt, turn 
Bankrupt of my Reaſon: I owe ſomething to 
myſelf, and to the diſtinguiſping Character of a 
Man. I promiſed him, indeed, to obey his Com- 
mand's in this Point: But he that has given me 
a Diſpenſation for all the Lies and Perjuries I ſhall 
be guilty of in Paris, will, I hope, pardon me, 
if I turn my own Confer, and abſolve myſelf,

I am not often guilty of aſperſing the Living,

and was buſy in working its Overthrow ; the 
Iinage on a ſudden fell on him, and cruſh'd him 
to Death: As if the Spirit of him whom it re- 
preſented, had given it this Fall, to revenge the 
Malice of his Adverſary. 
__ Certainly, the Ancients were not ignorant what 
they ſaid when among other ſage Counſels , 
they adviſed Mortals, Not to ſpeak ill of the © 
Dead, but ta efteem them ſacred, tho are gone in- 
to the immortal State. And Plato's Ring had this 
Motto on it: It is eaſter to provoke the Dead, 
than to paciſy them, when once provoked. Inti- 
mating thereby, that the 8%, of the Departed 
are ſenſible of the Injuries that are done them

HEN I informed thee how the Scots had 
\ ſold their King to the Engliſh Rebels, it 
was eaſy to preſage the Conſequence, without a 
Revelation.

Examples of Princes that have been impriſon'd by 
their Subje#z, and yet have eſcaped a violent 
Death: For thoſe who have once advanced fo far 
in their Treaſon, as to ſeize the Perſon of their 
Sovereign, can never retire with Safety to them- 
ſelves, or at leaſt their own Guilt makes them 
think ſo.

Wickedneſs: and their Deſpair of ſaving their 
own Lives, makes them conclude it neceſſary to 
take away His, whole violated Majeſiy, they fear, 
will never pardon ſo impudent an Eſſay of Trea- 
fon. 
| But 
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But the Method which the Exgliſb have taken 
to murther their King, has not a Precedent in Hi- 
ſtory : Theſe Infidels have out-ſtripp'd all former 
Tyaytors, in the Contrivance and Execution of 
their Regicide: They have even ſurpaſſed them- 
| ſelves, and their own firſt Deſigns. 
It has been uſual for Traytors, to take away 
the Life of a depos'd Monarch privately, by Poi- 
ſon or Aſſaſſin, either in reſpect to his royal Blood, 
or to avoid the Poſſibility of a Reſcue, from an 
of his loyal Friends and Subjects. But, theſe Bar- 
barians were reſolved publickly to inſult on Ma- 
jefly, to brave the whole World in the Execution 


of their Villainy, and make a pom pous Concluſion 
of their Treaſons. For, They erected a new Di- 
van, or Court of Fudicature, compoſed of the moſt 


infamous Traytors: There they formally try'd 
their Sovereign, by a Lato of their own making : 
condemn'd him as a T yrant and a Traytor : And 
finally, cauſed his Head to be chopt off with an 
Axe, by an Executioner, before the Gates of his 
own Palace, in the Sight of Thouſands of his Sub-

Threads his Predecęſſor Richlieu had ſpun ; yet ex- 
preſſed an Horror, at the News of this Tragedy. 

And, I look not on this to be an Artifice of Po- 
licy in him to blind the World; but a real Diſ- 
covery of his Sentiments: For he is too generous 


to approve ſo barbarous a Proeceding againſt a 


Sovereign Aud, though his Enemy.

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Tocher Day he was heard to ſay, That in 
Revenge of the King's Murder, he would embar- 
raſs the Counſels of the Engliſh Rebels, more than 
he had done thoſe of their Sovereign. 
This was not ſpoken ſo ſecretly, but Mahmut 
had Intelligence of it within an Hour : For I 
have more Ears in Paris, than thoſe on my Head, 
to hearken after the Intrigues of this Miniſter : 
And it will be difficult for him hereafter to ſpeak, 
Write or act any thing; no, not even in his pri- 
vate Cloſet, which will not be diſcloſed to me. 
Yet, though I thus watch his Motions as an 
Enemy, and do my utmoſt to render his De- 
ſigns againſt the Ottoman Port ineffectual, I can- 
not in my Heart condemn this Miniſter, who all 
the while acts but the part of a faithful Servant, 
and an ab/e Stateſman, in ſtriving to aggrandize 
his Maſter. | 
His ſupporting alſo the Fafions | in E gland, and 


nouriſhing the Diſcontents of that 2iddy-headed - 


People, were but the Reſult of his Zeal for his 


Country, and for the Church, whereot he is one 


of the principal Pillars: It being evident from 
his Grief at that King's Murder, That he bore 
no Malice againſt him, but only ſought to hum- 
ble him into Terms of Compliance with France. 
When I fay this, I ſuppoſe the Cardinal's Sor- 
row on that Account, to be free from Fiction: 
But who knows when the Actions of Szazc/men 
Are undiſguisd, and when not? For I am well 
aſſured, That whilſt his Agents were buſy in em- 
broiling that Nation, he promiſed the exiled 
Engliſh Queen, to aſſiſt her Huſband with Men 
and Money againſt thoſe very Rebels, with whom 
he held a private Correſpondence, and to whom 
his Coffers were really open. 
| Moſt of the European Stateſmen are corrupted 
with the Maxis of a certain tamous Writer

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whom they call Machiavel. This State Caſuiſt 
has taught them, to boggle at no Crimes, which 
may advance the Ends they aim at ; every thing, 
in his Opinion, being honeſt, that is ſucceſsful.
